Elderly Ladies Seriously Assaulted by 
Negroes in Auburndale Home 


BRILLIANTRECEPTION 

Mrs. J. Q. A. Whitlemore Entertains Many 
Friends at the Somerset 


Ono of tlio most brutal assaults 
ever committed In this city took place 
late Monday night, when two colored 
men entered the house of Miss Helen 
M. Crnne on Maple street, Auburn- 
dale, and beat Miss Crane and her 
companion, Miss Hannah M. Farring- 
ton until they were unconscious. 

The men entered the house thru the 
bulkhead some time after ten o’clock 
and Miss Farrington who was read- 
ing to Miss Crane, who was ill in bed, 
went into the hall when she heard 
them about. She was attacked by the 
men, beaten, bound and gagged, and 
Miss Crane was treated in a similar 
manner. The men told Miss Farring- 
ton they wanted money and took the 
gag out of her mouth so she could 
tell them where to find $75 which was 
in the house. In addition the men 
ransacked the house from top to bot- 
tom, taking away Jewelry, furs, sil- 
verware and clothing valued at about 
$ 1000 . 

After recovering consciousness Miss 
Farrington managed to get to a win- 
dow and attract the attention of Mrs. 
A. B. Joy, a neighbor, who immediate- 
ly responded and did what she could 
to help them. Mrs. Joy had to return 
to her own house in order to tele- 
phone the police as the men bad cut 
the telephone wire at the Crane house. 

Immediate steps were taken by the 
police to notify surrounding police de- 
partments, and Patrolman Connors 
who was watching the Massachusetts 
station of the Elevated subway no- 
ticed two negroes carrying a suitcase. 
He followed them for a short distance 
and on dbtalning 'help from a passing 
police patrol wagon attempted to ar- 
rest them. The men ran away but 
were both captured after a hard run, 


and after putting up quite a hard 
fight with the police. They gave tllelr 
names as Albert Saunders and Frank 
Sidney and were taken to Newton by 
Sergeants Burke and Kyto of the 
Newton force. In court Tuesday 
morning. Judge Kennedy held them 
in $20,000 bonds for the Grand Jury 
and they arc now safely locked up 
at East Cambridge. 

From notes found in the possession 
of Sidney givjng directions how to 
reach the Crane house, the police were 
enabled to arrest Mrs. Bertha Bon- 
ney, a colored woman of Roxbury, 
who had been recently employed two 
days a week by Miss Crane. 

The men were visited at jail on 
Tuesday by Boston officers who be- 
lieved they might be implicated in 
the assault and murder last December 
of Mrs. Sarah A. Haynes nt- Roxbury. 
Sidney was recognized as Joseph J. 
Frye, who was arrested on Washing- 
ton’s birthday for drunkenness and 
who was to appear in the .Roxbury 
court todax.,pn that charge. 

There is little change in thte condi- 
tion of the two ladies at Afiburndale. 
their faces being badly swollen and 
their eyes blackened, while Miss 
Crane’s throat and body and Miss Far- 
rington’s body show the imprint of 
the fingers of the thugs. 

The charge preferred aguinst both 
Saunders and Sydney carries with it 
the maximum penalty of life impris- 
onment, the specific charge being 
“breaking and entering in the night 
time while the inhabitants were at 
home and the defendants were armed." 
According to the police. Sidney car- 
ried a revolver and his companion 
an ice pick, both of which were hashed 
in front of the two women during 
their escapade. •

$1,565,067.34 

Major’s Budget For 1916 Not Muc h 
Larger Than 1915 


Mayor Childs has submitted the 
1010 budget to the city government, 
by filing it with the City Clerk last 
Tuesday. The mayor recommends a 
total appropriation of $1,565,067.34 
which is comparable with the total 
expenses of 1915, of $1,552,746.29. The 
mayor’s figures are $42,500 less than 
the appropriations requested by the 
various departments, the reduction 
made by the mayor being largely in 
the Street Dept. 

The figures for the Police depart- 
ment include 5 new patrolmen and 
those for the Fire Dept., include 2 
new permanent men. 

An interesting feature of the bud- 
get is the recommendation of Comp- 
troller Daboll that his own salary be 
reduced $200 and that the salaries 
paid his three assistants be increased 
by a total of $260. 

The amounts recommended by the 
Mayor for the principal departments 
are as follows, — 

Schools. $404,509.41. Street. $304,- 
401.33, Police, $107,515.94. Fire $98.- 
.835.72. Forestry. $70,833.83.

UNDER THE GILDER DOME 

Taxation matters held drat place 
this week at the State House where 
the committee on Taxation were hear- 
ing the opponents to the income tax 
measure proposed by the recent Com- 
mission on Taxation. Those favoring 
the bill had been heard the previous 
week. Mr. Charles A. Andrews of 
Waban. former deputy Tax Commis- 
sioner for the Commonwealth being 
the principal spenker for the bill. 
This week the country assessors were 
out In force to oppose the bill, on the 
ground that financial results from 
it were so uncertain thnt It should 
not be adopted. In other words these 
assessors would rather stay in the 
frying pan of the present unjust and 
unreasonable tax laws than jump into 
what they believed was the tiro of a 
new and untried method. If this at- 
titude Is nccepted by the Legislature 
we might ns well say "good night” 
to all plans looking for improvement, 
not only in methods of taxation but 
in every other line of effort. All new 
plans must be largely experimental, 
itiiu when the experiment suggested in 
this state has been working in a sat- 
isfactory mnnner in several other 
states, there seems to be every rea- 
son to make some attempt to obtain 


sinking fund debts, the future sink- 
ing funds, must grow less and less. 
The proposed bill will only authorize 
the issue of serial bonds each year 
to the amount of the sinking fund ap- 
propriation for that year and will au- 
tomatically reduce the authority of 
the city to borrow on serial bonds, 
until no serial bonds n an be issued 
whatever. At first glance, this legis- 
lation appears to impose pretty se- 1 
vere restrictions on future city gov- 
ernments of Worcester and it is pos- 
sible to foresee a situation where this 
restriction might be a serious injury 
to the city. 

—There was a good attendance at! 
the hearing yesterday before Mercan- j 
tile Affairs on the bill of the city of; 
Newton to prohibit liquor dealers 
from delivering liquors in No license 
communities except by regularly li- 1 
censed expressmen. The bill was slm- 1 
ilar to that vetoed last year by Cover- | 
nor Walsh but slightly changed to 
meet the objections raised by him. 
Mayor Childs. City Solicitor Bishop 
and Representative Jarvis were among 
the speakers in favor of the bill and 
it was opposed by Hon. S. L. Powers 
in behalf of the S. S. Pierce Co. nnd 
by a representative of the associated 
brewers. 

The committee on Mercantile Affairs 
with four disenters has reported ad- 
versely on the bill introduced by the 
writer to prohibit liquor advertising 
on billboards in No license communi- 
ties.

monies at interest. There is also a 
tax of 1 1-2 per cent on incomes from 
business or professions, salaries, etc., 
above $2000 for a single man of $2500 
fur :i married man. Newton now t.i\ 
es about $24,000,000 in intangibles, 
with a tax revenue of approximately 
$450,000. In order to produce this 
same revenue under the new bill out 
Assessors must increase our personal 
property valuations to about $120,000,- 
000. The bill requires every person 
to file a sworn statement with the 
Assessors of all his or her property, 
and is one of the principal features of 
the measure. The amount of person- 
al property, not now assessed, which 
will be disclosed by the compulsory 
return is problematical, but from fig- 
ures made from inventories of estates 
filed in the Probate Court, it is esti- 
mated that fully SO per cent of the 
amount of personal property is not 
now’ being taxed. If these figures are 
correct, and that amount of personal 
can be disclosed by the compulsory 
return, the net result of the new law 
•will be satisfactory, not only from a 
revenue standpoint but from a moral 
point of view. The opponents of the 
bill favor a ten per cent tax, or prac- 
tically one half of the present average 
rate paid on what personal property 
Is now being taxed. It is feared that 
this rate is too high and will drive 
most of the intangible out of the state. 
The. exact rate can only be found thru 
actual trial and it would seem as if 
it would be better to run the risk of a 
slight loss of revenue for one or twro 
years, than to make a rate so high 
that little or no benefit is possible. 
Real estate now pays nearly, if not 
quite 90 per cent of the total taxes 
of the state, and real estate owmers 
have about everything to gain and but 
little to lose in making a trial of the 
new’ plan. 

There is little of direct interest to 
New’ton before the legislature at 
present. City Solicitor Bishop was 
before Ways and Means last Friday 
to oppose the 48 hour weekly labor 
bill, w’hich will cost our Water Dept, 
at least $1600 if adopted, besides an 
unknowm amount to other city de- 
partments. There is but little hope, 
however, of defeating a "professional” 
labor measure like this. 

Mr. Allen has been somew’hat in the 
limelight this w’eek by persuading the 
House to adopt his proposal on the 
bill to punish reckless automobilists. 
Mr. Allen’s bill provides a minimum 
penalty of $20 fine for persons who 
operate recklessly while under the in- 
fluence of liquor, with a jail sentence 
of 30 days to 2 years for u second of 
fence. 

Both Mr. Weston and Mr. Jarvis 
were opposed and Mr. Allen w'as ab- 
sent when the vote was taken Tues- 
day on City Treasurer Newhall’s bill 
to ascertain the addresses of grantees, 
mortgagees, etc., was acted upon. Mr. 
Newhall is endeavoring to have some 
official record of the addresses of 
these persons in order that tax bills 
can be sent to the right people, us it 
is now almost impossible to find the 
address of a woman owner of real 
estate in some of the larger cities. 

The city of Worcester sprung a sur- 
prise this week on the Municipal Fi- 
nance committee when it asked for 
legislation to restrict the borrowing 
capacity of that city to an amount 
equal to the annual appropriation for 
the sinking funds. As the present 
law prohibits the further issue of anv

William Lee Ratcliffe, president of 
the Thomas G. Plant Shoe Company 
of Jamaica Plain, died at his home. 
284 Franklin street. Newton, Friday 
afternoon. He had been ill for six 
months.

When fourteen years of age 
he began his business career with the 
Western Union Telegraph Company.

OLDEST RESIDENT READ 

Mr. Nathaniel H. Bryant, one of the 
oldest residents of the city, died Mon- 
day night at his home on Walker 
street, Newtonville. Mr. Bryant was 
92 years of age having been born Aug. 
18, 1823, at the corner of School 
street and City Hall avenue, Boston, 
and what is today a busy thorough- 
fare was in those days not much more 
than a path.

John P. Adams, for thirty-seven 
years a resident of Auburmlale. passed 
away Wednesday, February 23.

His personal character and strict 
business integrity commanded the 
love and respect of all who knew him. 

Mr. Adams is survived by a widow 
who was Helen Todd of Newbury; 
three sons, John I. Adams of Auburn- 
dale, George Royal Adams of New 
York, and Harold W. Adams, who will 
continue his father’s business; and 
two daughters, Miss Jennie H. Adams 
and Miss Grace K. Adams, a teacher 
in the Burr School, Auburmlale.

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PROTEST PROPOSED GARAGE 

Aldermen Wanl To Know Whal Authority They 
Have In The Matter 


An interesting debate on the powers 
of the aldermen In the matter of erec- 
tion of gnrages was the principal fea- 
ture of the meeting of the city gov- 
ernment on Monday evening. The 
matter came up on a petition of resi- 
dents of Pearl street, protesting 
ngninst the erection of a series of in- 
dividual garages hy Mr. H. H. Hawkins 
on Pearl street, about opposite Peabody 
street. The petitioners asked for a 
hearing and for the revocation of the 
permit to build which had already 
been granted. The debate showed 
that the matter had been gone Into ex- 
haustively hy the Buildings Commis- 
sioner. the City Solicitor and the Fire 
Prevention Commissioner of the Com- 
monwealth and that the plan called 
for a series of ten individual garages 
with no communication with each 
other, with a second story over four 
of them, to he used by Mr. Hawkins 
in his business as a carpenter and 
builder. The question arose over what 
constituted a public garage and City 
Solicitor Bishop ruled that a garage 
of this type was not a public garage, 
for which the aldermen had the au- 
thority to issue permits to keep and 
sell gasolene. After a long debate It 
was decided to refer the matter to the 
committee on Rules for further in- 
vestigation. 

President Blanchard was In the 
chair and all the members were pres- 
ent except Aldermen Bentley and 
Malcolm. Hearings were hold on pe- 
titions of the Telephone Co. for loca- 
tions on Bowen street and of the Tel- 
ephone and Edison companies for 
Joint locations on Linwood avenue and 
Albemarle road and of the Texas Co. 
to locate tanks for kerosene and gaso- 
lene on railroad land near the Newton 
Hospital, at which no one appeared. 

On the hearing for the widening of 
River street near Cherry street Mr. 
Benson appeared for the Lindsay es- 
tate but entered no serious objections. 

Alderman Hollis then drew' the fol- 
lowing names to servo as Jurors at the 
Lowell Superior Court on March 13, — 
John J. Francis of Austin street and 
George Walker of Montvale road. 
v Mayor Childs submitted the name 
of James A. Waters as a Registrar of 
Voters for 3 years in place of Henry 
H. Fanning and the re-appointment of 
Dr. C. A. Boutelle as Inspector of Ani- 
mals for one year. The mayor also 
sent in the annual budget which is 
given in more detail in another col- 
umn. 

City Engineer Rogers sent in a long 
list of sower assessments and charges 
which were referred to the Committee 
on Public Works. 

The School Committee invited the 
city government to inspect the work 
of the Technical and Vocational High 
schools and to take lunch at the 
school building and the invitation was 


accepted. The Newton Y. M. C. A.’s 
invitation to attend the annual gym- 
nastic demonstration on March 31st 
was also accepted. 

Petitions of the Boston Elevated Co. 
for extension of time to November 1, 
1917, on the work of constructing a 
loop at the I^ake street terminal were 
granted. Betterment assessments of 
Daniel J. Daley and Walter Connor 
on Adams street were authorized. 

Other petitions were received from 
Joseph Lavinn for pool tables on Wa- 
tertown street, of the Edison Co. to 
remove 3 poles from Beacon street and 
for attachments on Cedar street of 
Adams et nl for laying out of Waban 
hill road, north under the betterment 
act, of Philip Shriberg for a license 
as a Junk collector, and of Hannan et 
al for sewer in Albemarle road. An 
Interesting and sarcastic letter was 
rend from C. M. Boyd complaining of 
the neglect to remove snow on Hun- 
newell hill and the “penny wise and 
pound foolish" method of handling the 
matter. Mr. Boyd offered to employ 
a man to do the work at his own ex- 
pense, if necessary. 

On recommendation of committees. 
H. A. Travis was granted a license 
for a barge, A. F. Crowley license for 
f> bowling alleys In West Newton, the 
Telephone Co. was granted attach- 
ments on Newtonville avenue and Cot- 
ton street, the Edison Co.- granted a 
pole location on Churchill street, li- 
cense for an auto truck was refused 
Vincenzo Pinto, the City Engineer and 
City Solicitor were instructed to op- 
pose a plank floor in the proposed al- 
terations of the Beacon street railroad 
bridge at Waban; a hearing on March 
20 was assigned on sewer in William 
street, betterment assessments were 
levied on account of the construction 
of Harrington street, Elmore street ex- 
tension and Morseland avenue, $2500 
additional authorized for Snow and 
Ice, grants made for the Law and Ac- 
counting Depts., a betterment assess- 
ment on James Ford estate, on ac- 
count of Commonwealth avenue was 
abated, and corrections authorized in 
grant orders passed at a previous 
meeting. Land was also taken and a 
sewer ordered constructed in Pennsyl- 
vania avenue. 

Alderman Murphy Introduced an 
amendment to the Building Code to 
require fire proof construction in 
apartment houses of three stories or 
containing more than six apartments, 
the present ordinance requiring such 
construction only in houses of four 
stories in height. Mr. Murphy stated 
that on account of plan now filed with 
the Building Commissioner it was ad- 
visable to act at once, and the ordi- 
nance was adopted. 

Alderman Clark explained that the

THE 1916 JUDGET 

Some of (he Detail ot the Cost of City 
Government 


OLD FOLKES CONCERT 


As stated last week . the annual 
budget for 1910 as submitted by Mayor 
Childs carries a total of $1,565,007.34. 
which is some $42,000 less than the 
estimates of the departments, and 
about $12,500 more than was actually 
expended last year. The large item 
for resurfacing of streets, however, 
hns not been recommended by the 
Mayor and will be left for a supple- 
mentary budget, so that a comparison 
with the 1915 figures Is hardly fair. 

The item of General expenses is in- 
creased from $3,250 to $4,823, the care 
of the new city garage being responsi- 
ble for the excess. The Executive de- 
partment expense drops from $16,- 
834.45 for 1915 to $15,689.06 for 1916. 
the expense of the Bureau of Public 
Mnrkets being eliminated and there 
being some slight increases in Power 
House expenses and for Miscellaneous 
items. The Accounting Dept, cost in- 
creases from $14,214.60 to $16,180.70, 
largely duo to increases in the various 
forms of pensions under the charge of 
the Comptroller. It is interesting to 
note that Mr. Daboll recommends a 
decrease in his own salary from $3200 
to $3000 and that the Mayor recom- 
mends the higher figure. 

There are substantial savings made 
in the Treasury Dept., where the sink- 
ing funds drop from $49,900 to $46,- 
100, the interest charges from $150,- 
720 to $138,312 and the interest on 
temporary debt from $17,036 to $15,- 
000. Serial bonds increase slightly 
from $66,000 to $67,000, and the total 
expense of the department dropping 
from $294,411 in 1915 to $278,051 in 
1916. 

The Assessing Dept, shows a slight 
increase from $15,038 to $15,764, the 
Law Dept., indicating less expense on 
account of eliminating the amount paid 
in 1915 for settlement of claims. The 
salary of city solicitor is increased 
frfrm $3,000 to $3250. In the City 
Clerk Dept, the salary of the City 
Clerk is increased from $2200 to $2300, 
election expenses increasing from 
$4538 to $5484 on account of the extra 
presidential primary in April, and 
there being an increase in Workmen’s 
Compensation from $2928 to $4400 in- 
cluding $200 for salary of an agent. 
The total for the department is $21,- 
787 as against $18,659 last year. 

The salary of the city messenger is 
increased $150 to $1350 and the total 
from $1557 to $2000. 

The Engineering Dept, jumps from 
$12,434.62 to $13,650, the mayor mak- 
ing an increase of $200 in the salary 
of .the Senior assistant as well as ap- 
proving the request of the city en- 
gineer for $200 increase for himself. 

The request of the Buildings Com- 
missioner for a salary of $2500 and 
for a salary of $2000 for the Plumbing 
Inspector are both approved by the

SERBIAN DISTRESS FUND 


The distress of Serbia Is much 
greater than wras at first supposed, ac- 
cording to a report received by the 
Serbian Distress Fund in Boston yes- 
terday from Dr. Edward Stuart, who 
has traveled through the invaded 
country where he found that multi- 
tudes of women und children are 
starving. One thousand cars of flour 
are needed to keep the people alive 
until the next harvest, he says, and 
the want of clothing is no less seri- 
ous. 

The Serbian Distress Fund at 555 
Boylston street, Boston, is sending an 
average of eleven cases of clothing 
through the War Relief Clearing 
House in Paris each week. The 
French Line steamships carry the 
.goods without charge and they are 
distributed through relief agencies in 
France to Serbians in the refugee 
camps. The American relief organi- 
zations have shipped a trainload of 
flour, salt and clothing into Serbia, 
and the Roumanian government will 
contributes 100 cars of flour, but Dr. 
Stuart reports that much larger ship- 
ments are immediately needed. 

Less than one per cent, of the mon- 
ey contributed to the Serbian Distress 
Fund is consumed by overhead 
charges. All the goods are packed for 
shipment by volunteer workers. The 
urgent need of socks caused the Dis- 
tress Fund to secure the agency for 
-.a 'knlttlne machine which they sell to 
persons willing to aid the Serbians at 
cost. A demonstrator teaches them to 
use the machine, and yarn is furnish- 
ed at a reduced price. Muny chart 
table women who have taken up the 
work ure turning out large numbers 
of socks and caps for the needy of the 
devastated Balkan countrq.

American shipping Ih now entering 
upon a new and prosperous era. and 
the long-lookod-for revival of our mer- 
chant marine Is at hand. Never be- 
fore In its history has the American 
merchant marine presented to the lad 
with an inclination for a seafaring life 
such unparalleled opportunities for 
advancement and achievement.

LETTER FROM THE FRONT 


The following letter received by Air. 
G. M. Angier of Waban from a formei 
employee gives some interesting 
glimpses of actual life at the front in 
the great European war: — 

Friday, January 28th, 1916. 

I am keeping quite well and fit. 
Am just spending a few* days in the 
firing line to pass the time away. It 
is fairly quiet here but a few* miles 
away they are going it thick. The 
guns sound like a continuous roaring 
of thunder. Heaven only knows what 
it must be like there, the sound is bad 
enough. We had a little excitement 
last night. Gas was reported on our 
right and of course we had to stand to 
with our gas helmets on, however, we 
had no effects of it am glad to say. 

We have not had any serious work 
sinco Xmas as you supposed unless, 
of course, you mean our usual tour of 
the trenches, which w*o take quite as 
a mutter of course. 

Opinion favors a decisive battle 
within the next few months but of 
course we do not know what will hap- 
pen. 

Tho papers do not give much news 
as to the movements on this front, but 
I do not believe there is a lot to give. 
There is a lot of discussion in the 
papers about the new German "Fok- 
ker” areoplanes. You may be sure I 
have seen one or two; they are beau- 
tiful machines, too, 1 must say. 1 re- 
member seeing two of them being 
chased by one of ours several weeks 
ago and although they did not sh6w 
any signs of fighting our "plane” had 
no earthly chance of catching them. 
I don't think I have ever seen an uero- 
plane go so fast as these "Fokkers" 
went. They are a peculiar shaped 
machine entirely different from all 
others. 

Perhaps you uiuy be interested to 
know tliut this battery has the record 
for having the least number of cas- 
uulities in the B. G. F. and we have 
been in action now for nearly six 
months. Who says "unlucky 13". 1 

only hope and trust we shall continue 
to hold tills record. 

Tho trenches are getting quite good 
again, it is not at all necessary to 
wear thigh boots now. We have a 
new dug out which is nearly complet- 
ed. 1 don’t think an aerial torpedo 
would get through tlie roof when it is 
finished.

DR. GRIGGS INTERPRETS PEER 
GYNT 

Dr. Edward Howard Griggs began 
his lecture course at Treraont Temple 
at eleven o’clock Saturday morning, 
February 19, taking as his topic “Ib- 
sen’s Peer Gynt.” 

He prefaced liis analysis of the poem 
by interpreting the author’s charac- 
ter from birth, thru the years of his 
childhood, to Ole Bull’s appreciation 
of his genius in making him director 
of a small theatre, dwelling mostly 
on the years between fifty and seventy 
during which he achieved his greatest 
literary success. In this period he 
produced his great stage dramas. 

It is unfair to compare Ibsen with 
Goethe for the former composed in one 
year what it took Goethe fifty years 
to accomplish in giving Faust to the 
world. 

It is remarkable that as early as 
1867 Ibsen foresaw the events that 
are now transpiring in Europe. 

It is worthy to note that the year 
182S gave to the literary world two 
of its most renowned writers, Ibsen 
and Tolstoi. 

It would be difficult to say which 
of the two classes of hearers enjoyed 
Dr. Griggs’ lecture the more, those 
who had interpreted the poem them- 
selves. or those who acquired during 
the lecture more than they could in 
months of study. 

Peer Gynt typifies the wavering, un- 
decided quality in a man or a nation. 
These qualities are most forcibly em- 
phasized in his conduct with the two 
women who stood nearest to him, his 
natural mother, and Solveig, who was 
his spiritual mother as w’ell as his 
wife. As son and husband lie is sel- 
fish and egotistical, deserting both and 
only after the failure of his life real- 
izes on returning to the mountain hut 
he should have been content to reign 
as King in Solveig’s heart. 

The most impressive part of the 
lecture w’as the love scene between 
Peer Gynt and Solvieg, and the final 
parting with his mother in the death 
scene. These two scenes Dr. Griggs 
regarded as the high water marks of 
Ibsen the poet. In the audience the 
student class was well represented 
and not any of the lessons taught were 
better guide posts for their future 
than the following: 

“There are three ways to meet dis- f 
aster;’ first, to bend and break, sec- 
ond, to turn aside from it, third, to 
meet it bravely.” 

“It is only the insane man who is 
sufficient unto himself." 

“We realize ourselves thru service 
to others.” 

‘ So to conduct one’s life as to real 
ize oueself— that is the aim of life.” 

"Every problem represents a step in 
self realization.”

Weather seems never to ho tnken 
into account by club women when a 
meeting of t lit* Massachusetts State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs is con- 
cerned. Torrents of rain did not deter 
hundreds from going to Beverly in No- 
vember nor did t Hoy make any ma- 
terial difference in the audience at 
Melrose for the Midwinter meeting 
hold there last Friday. That the num- 
bers were not quite as large as when 
this meeting is held in Boston has 
more to tlo with the going outside 
the city than to the weather condit- 
ions. The catching fire of one of the 
Elevated cars somewhere between Mel- 
rose and Sullivan Square delayed tue 
arrival of many delegates und was as 
unfortunate, as it was unforeseen, hut 
aside from that there was left noth- 
ing to be desired in the meeting nor 
in the gracious hospitality of the 
hostess club, the Woman’s Club of 
Melrose. 

The Mayor of Melrose welcomed the 
delegates to the city and the president 
of the hostess club, Mrs. Julian C. 
Woodman, extended greetings to the 
hall, mention of which has already 
been made above. After brief re- 
marks in response by Mrs. George W. 
Perkins, president of the Federation, 
the convention settled down to the 
business of the morning, which was 
tin* consideration of certain hills now 
before Congress or the State Legisla- 
ture. Mrs. Esther M. Andrews, chair- 
man of the Legislative department, 
gave the reason for presenting so 
many this year, that they are the in- 
heritance from the past, and of the 
many to he presented there were only 
two new measures. A list of the hills 
considered will give an idea of the 
sort, of measures in which- the women 
are interested. For the most part 
there were speakers on both sides of 
the measures and the voting indi- 
cated that the women understood pret- 
ty well what they were doing. The 
three national bills are : (1) To pre- 
vent interstate commerce in the pro- 
ducts of child labor; (2) To provide 
for the promotion of vocational edu- 
cation, and (3) To create a new divis- 
ion of the Bureau of Education to be 
known as the Federal Motion Picture 
Commission. Of the State measures, 
II 1602, To establish a Department of 
Prisons and to amend the Prison 
laws; II HO, To provide a cottage at 
the Norfolk State Hospital for inebri- 
ate women; S 1, Extension and Im- 
provement of the Civil Service Law 
and the establishment of an efficiency 
division; H 369, To establish a School 
for the Feeble-minded in the western 
part of the Commonwealth; H 339, To 
establish a Massachusetts Board of 
Immigration; II 1089, relative to the 
registration of nurses; H 701, Juvenile 
Delinquency Law; H 258, for Clean 
Milk. All of these with the exception 
of the Milk hill were endorsed by the 
convention. It was interesting to com- 
pare the men and the women who took 
sides on these various matters and It 
seemed that the women maintained 
their own positions in the face of op- 
position fully as well as (lid the men 
Luncheon was served in several of 
the local churches in a most satisfac- 
tory manner and was much more sat- 
isfying than the box luncheon which 
it is sometimes necessary to have. In- 
deed the local club is to he congratu- 
lated upon tiie careful attention to de- 
tails. which helped in making the oc- 
casion a success. 

Tin- afternoon session opened with 
a half-hour of music given by the 
Eberle Musical Club, after which two 
new clubs, the Boston Woman’s Civics 
Club and the Dorchester Mothers’ and 
Homemakers’ Club were presented 
and a word spoken by their prosi 
dents, Mrs. W. E. Birdsall and Mrs. 
Charles F. Stone. Mrs. Mary Sclionck 
Woolman, chairman of Education, 
gave a report of the Minneapolis Cou- 
fernce of the National Society for the 
Promotion of Industrial Education, in 
which she incidentally referred to the 
fine work done by Dr. F. E. Spaulding, 
Newton’s former, superintendent 
schools. 

Mrs. Butler Wilson, a representative 
of tin Association for the Advance 
ment of tiie Colored People, made an 
eloquent appeal for fair treatment for 
the negro. 

The address of the afternoon was 
given by I)r. Edward A. Steiner and 
his subject, "The International Mind 
and the Interracial Heart.” After 
making some ’pointed remarks upon 
"hyphenated” Americans he turned to 
the fact that people so often stumble 
over the small miracle and thereby 
fail to realize the central miracle, 
suggesting that the central miracle 
of tiie hook of Jonah is not the fish, 
but the man, ‘and saying that he would 
be willing to risk trans-Atlantic 
Journey with Jonah, for the snke of 
coming in contact wit li the man. The 
big miracle which ushered in the 
Christian era was that three men of 
different races tried to find the cradle 
of the Jewish Messiah. That a broad 
harvesting of hate hus fallen on our 
own soil lias been because we didn' 
have our hearts attuned to the inter- 
racial In-art. The great lesson that 
must he learned is that underneath 
ill that tin’ climate lias burned into 
ine's skin or been crushed into men 
by the tyrant’s heel, you will find the 
.’ssentlally human, the common like- 
ness among all people, the supra-hit 
man. 

in this country for the first time 
in history woman has had the chance 
to prove herself tiie equal of man. 1 
lias been said that we can assimilat 
ill these people here except the Ori 
ental. Dr. Steiner went on to giv 
Instance i of very liuuiun qualitie 
among the young Chinese students 
who have come to this country, show 
ing how quickly they “catch on" to 
American wuys of doing und speaking. 
Tiie speaker said, “I hud not u single 
drop of American blood iu my veins 
win n I came to this country, but to 
day 1 have no other blood than Amur 
icon blood. You Americans need the 
altitude of humility. You ure the 
h'-st people in the world, ty^t you ur» 

not hall as good as you ought to hi 
The American people cunnot he real 
ly democratic until they have the splr 
it of humility. The native stock lias 
begun to die from tin- top downwards. 
If ydu want tf get away from Hu

weariness of your competitive hospi- 
tality, go down into the steerage and 
enrich their lives with your life, come 
In contact with a man or woman who 
belongs to another world.

[leaf, but unfortunately it never strik- 
es one dumb. All race problems in 
this country were created by you. 
You came to the red man’s land and 
called him an inferior man, while 
youjf ancestors were savages not so 
very long ago.” After summing up 
the various industries which the for- 
eigners are carrying on for our bene- 
fit, he said, "They are not here to ex- 
ploit you, they are here to serve you.

The men of Newton Council K. of 
C. were given n splendid opportunity 
to learn in detail about the week-end 
retreats which of late have become 
so popular among the men of New' 
England. An illustrated lecture was 
given by Fr. George, C. I’.. Retreat 
Director of the Blessed Gabriel’s Mon- 
astery. Brighton. Mnss., at Dennison 
Hall. Newtonvllle. Tuesday evening. 
The hall was well filled With men 
eager to be enlightened regarding one 
of the greatest movements in the 
Catholic Church in New England. 

The Pope of Retreats 
The first picture thrown on the 
screen was that of St. Paul of the 
Cross, the founder of the Passlonist 
Order. Fr. George eulogized this Saint 
and declared that he was one of the 
grandest saints of modern times; a 
great lover of men; the Church sings 
of him: “O Hunter of Souls.” Even 
during his lifetime the order numbered 
several foundations. The speaker said 
that all the Passionist monasteries are 
open to men who wish to withdraw 
for a time from the cares of the 
world and spend a few' days in the 
quiet and solitude of monastic sur- 
roundings. However, at Blessed Ga- 
briel’s the retreats are conducted sys- 
tematically and on a larger scale. 

The picture of Pope Pius X was 
shown and Fr. George told of tlio. 
great w’orks done by this saintly Pon- 
tiff for the welfare of the Church. 
Among the many movements blessed 
and fathered by His Holiness, whose 
motto was “To Restore All Things in 
Christ” the retreat movement received 
many blessings and much encourage- 
ment ; in fact, repeatedly did he give 
his blessing to this apostolic work, so 
much so that on one occasion he said 
with great feeling: “I wish to be the 
Pope of Retreats.” 

The Cardinal of. Retreats 
“Whilst indeed” said Fr. George, 
“we look upon the Pope of happy 
memory, Pius X, ns the “Pope of Re- 
treats” we nre happy in justly calling 
our own beloved Cardinal. “The Car- 
dinal of Retreats.” Cardinal O'Con- 
nell is the founder of retreats in New' 
England. His constant interest in the 
retreat work ever since its inception 
in Boston and his repeated visits to 
the men while on retreat are more 
evidences of this untiring interest in 
the men of his jurisdiction.” 

Necessity of Retreats 
The priest told how in the United 
States a generous response had been 
given to the retreat movement, and 
many houses had been opened during 
the past decade of years. The prin- 
cipal reason for the success of these 
retreats he said is their very neces 
sity. “In the fever and agitation of 
modern life, the need of meditation and 
spiritual repose impresses itself on 
the Christian mind.” As His Emin- 
ence, Cardinal O’Connell, said on the 
evening of the dedication of the Mon 
astery of Blessed Gabriel, “The w'orld 
is ahvays at w'ar. Men are in the heat 
of conquest for money and gain and 
honor. Commerce, trade, barter, even 
when controlled by civil law' are sure 
to write hard lines and deep furrows 
on the countenance, but colder and 
crueler masks are the hearts within, 
unless a higher law’ prevails, unless 
the w’onderful words of Christ reach 
tho ear: ‘What will it profit a man if 
he gain the whole world and suffer the 
loss of his own soul?’ Men will grow 
hard-hearted and selfish and semi- 
barbarous unless above their eyes a 
higher standard is erected. The mod- 
ern w’orld needs to learn the great 
secret of repose, quiet thoughtfulness 
and peaceful retirement. In the Mid- 
dle Ages, when the older civilization 
of paganism had run its course and 
failed, the Monastery was a beacon 
light that blazed from the hill tops of 
Europe and summoned men to lay 
down their arms for a while and soft- 
en their hearts to the sentiments which 
created Christian civilization. Within 
the quiet walls of these spiritual for- 
tresses, another and far greater bat- 
tle was fought out — the conquest of 
man by himself — and a new Knight- 
hood, the Christian Knighthood, arose, 
not to give battle but to bring peace.” 

In the hole solitude of the monas- 
tery the layman tastes of that peace 
that surpasses all understanding 
Away from the distractions of the 
world he kneels in the presence of 
God and realizes the great purpose of 
life and resolves on the means of at- 
taining his eternal destiny. 

Apostles of Catholicity 

The world today needs men of sturdy 
character, men who live up to their 
convictions. The lecturere told of 
the old days in New England when 
there wero but a few' Catholics here 
and tho sterling character of the men 
and women who preserved the Catho- 
lic Faith and handed it down to their 
children. He told of the privations 
and hardships they endured and their 
splendid Christian spirit which w 
credit to them und an examplo for the 
men and women of today to remember 
ami follow. It is through these re- 
treats that the Catholic laymen be 
comes more und more enlightened in 
matters of his religion und by know- 
ing his religion he appreciates it more 
und influences for good the conduct 
of ull who came in contact with him. 
Fr. George suid that our ago is an uge 
demanding much upostolute work 
among tho laity and the retreuts are 
conducive in making of all who take 
part in them Apostles of Catholicity, 
Fr. George explained in detail the 
various exercises of the retreat: Con 
ferences, Prayer, attendance at Holy 
Mass, Recreation, Walks, . Reading, 
etc., which go to make up the round 
of pleasant und interesting duties per-

An attempt was made 
by them to secure copies of a diet 
I list, issued by a baby hygiene associa- 
tion in Holyoke, for distribution in 
the village, but being unable to get 
them in time, one of the club members 
succeeded in getting the Boston Am- 
] orican to print it. so that instead of 
having just the local circulation it 
went into many homes throughout the 
eastern part of the State. On Satur- 
day there will he a display of. the 
proper food stuffs in one of their local 
provision store windows, such as un- 
polished rice, unbleached flour and the 
like. 

Through the co-operation of the 
school authorities the Federation pre- 
pared a dictation lesson to he used 
by the teachers in connection with 
the English work on. “What I can do 
Myself." In a very simple form for 
the children of t lie early grades, it 
tells what the child can do itself to 
keep well, while the same idea was en- 
j larged more in detail for the schol- 
; ars in the upper grades. The chil- 
dren were to take them home and in 
’ that way some of the simple things, 
1 which every child should do. were 
placed in the hands of the parents.

Arthur K. Peck took the members 
of the Newtonville Woman’s Guild 
upon a delightful tour of the "New 
England Alps," entering the mountains 
by the way of the Pemigewrfssot Valley 
through the Franconia Notch and re- 
turning through the Crawford Notch. 
His views were remarkably beautiful, 
especially the autumn and winter 
scenes. 

The annual dramatic performance 
of the Guild will take place nt the 
Technical high school hall on March 
21st. further details to he given later. 

At the meeting of the Social Science 
Club on Wednesday morning Prof. H. 
H. Powers spoke on "The Anglo- 
French Treaty. 1904." By way of 
clearing the decks for action, Prof. 
Powers went hack to European con- 
ditions a century earlier, and described 
the death grapple between England 
and France, which had been going on 
for sixty-four years. The outcome 
was that England had everything and 
Franco nothing. Then appeared in 
France the grentest military genius 
the world has ever seen, Napoleon. 
He sought to build up an outside em- 
pire and with this in mind sent the 
expedition to Egypt, hoping to es- 
tablish there one which should he a 
rivnl to India. This being unsuccess- 
ful, he then turned his attention to 
Europe and that result Is well known. 
Three times France was absolutely 
prostrate, but every time she has come 
up with wonderful recuperative pow- 
er. France, said Prof. Powers, has 
one great asset, in that her people are 
the most thrifty in the world. Their 
thrift, virility and recuperative power 
are the wonder of the world. After 
the formation of the Republic came 
the question, what should they try 
next, European expansion or should 
they build over seas? The leaders 
realized that It was Impossible to do 
anything In Europe, so they turned 
to Asia and seized a corner in south- 
eastern Asia, Tongking, between 
Siam and China, that move also proved 
hopeless. Africa was then the only 
place left and after various struggles 
the leaders of France found that 
Egypt was out of the question and 
that the only way to succeed was by 
coming to some sort of an agreement 
with England. Statesmen on both 
sides of the Channel set about to gain 
a better understanding and through 
their efforts came the Entente Cor- 
diale. At the present time England 
and France hold two-thirds of the 
whole Eastern Hemisphere and this 
fact alone has much to do with Ger- 
many’s position in the present war. 

Prof. Powers gave some interesting 
side-lights on the present situation, 
which revealed Germany’s determina- 
tion to fight long before war was wc- 
clared, in order to have her share in 
the empires of the world. She is fight- 
ing not merely to extend her com- 
merce. but to have territory where she 
may plant Germans and where tne 
German language may he spoken. The 
whole tendency towards imperialism, 
the speaker contends, is not merely a 
selfish motive, hut really an altruistic 
one, to take care of these weak people,

go to this purpose. Mr. Murray also 
referred to the overcrowded condition 
of the school, saying that the plant 
was built for 850 and at the present 
time there are over 1000 pupils In the 
building. He referred also to tlie 
need of an adequate gymnasium equip- 
ment. and asked the co-operation of 
the women in protesting to the Mayor 
against the proposed moving picture 
house at Newtonville Square; that it 
is a menace to good work, since it has 
been found that a majority of the fail- 
ures are among scholars who habitu- 
ally attend the movies and also that 
nearly 100 per cent of the truants are 
found at these shows. About 2000 
children from all parts of the city are 
in Newtonville every school day, so 
that it is more than a Newtonville 
question. 

A song. “Where did you come from. 
Baby, dear?” was pleasantly rendered 
by Miss Alice Foley, a pupil at the 
West Newton Music School. After a 
brief recital of what the clubs have 
been doing to co-operate in the Baby 
Week movement, to which reference 
has been given above, Rev. Florence 
Buck, the speaker of the afternoon, 
was introduced and her address on 
the question. “Is it well with the 
child?” was listened to with close at- 
tention. She said that the child has 
a right to ho well horn, to be a wel- 
come child. We must give attention 
to its physical well being, but we must 
also give attention to its spiritual 
well being. We should see to it that 
the home into which the child comes 
is of the right sort. It is alwavs well 
adapted to its needs? Miss Buck al- 
luded to the modern tendency to live 
in apartment houses and said that 
they were seldom made right for tlie 
child. Children in the host, homes are 
never safe so long as the conditions 
in the poorer homes are not what they 
ought to lie. 

Turning to the education of the 
child the speaker asked, Is that all il 
ought to he? Education of the intel- 
lect alone is not enough, there must 
also be an education of the emotions 
and of the physical nature that will 


make for health. We need to culti- 
vate larger social Instinct. While we 
are apt to think that the religious 
training is a matter for the churches, 
it must really come hack to the home, 
for that is where it must he done and 
upon the home the responsibility must, 
rest. It is said that tendencies and 
character are largely developed before 
the child is five years of age, before 
it goes out into the world and comes 
under other influences.

To the Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

Tho campaign carried on through- 
out the city last November prior to 
Hospital Sunday was only partially 
successful. The contributions wero 
largely increased, but proved to be 
$6,000 approximately short of the re- 
quirements of the Hospital for the 
year ending August 31st, 1915. When 
it is remembered that the entire defi- 
cit of the Hospital is occasioned by 
charity work, which, by the way, were 
it not for the private patients cared 
for by the Hospital, would be very 
much greater, there is no excuse for 
the people of Newton if contributions 
are not raised throughout the year of 
sufficient amount to fully liquidate the 
Hospital’s annual deficit. The Vil- 
lages of the south side of the city have 
not apparently been raising as much 
proportionately as the villages on the 
other side. A Citizens Committee of 
approximately fifty men has been’or- 
ganized in Wuhan, Newton Highlands 
and Newton Centre for, the purpose 
not only of giving two concerts in 
Bray Hall, one on March 7th, by the 
Highland Glee Club and the other 
April 29th, by the Amherst Glee Club, 
both concerts followed by dancing, but 
for the purpose of calling to the at- 
tention of every family of the south 
side of the city the fact that the Hos- 
pitul is in need of assistance ami 
should have the loyal support of every 
citizen. The Committee intends to Bell 
1,000 tickets for each concert. Every 
street of that part of the city is being 
covered and everyone will have an 
opportunity of doing at leust some 
tiling. "Charity begins at home," and 
the Newton Hospital is certainly the 
first charity which should receive the 
support of tho people of Newton. The 
Committee appeal to the people of the 
city especially tho south side for their 
cordial support.

THE CHRISTIAN FORUM 

Preparedness Discussed by Rabbi Wise at Last 
Meeting of the Season 


The last meeting of the Christian 
Forum of Newton for the present year 
was held at the Eliot Church on Sun- 
day evening. Rabbi Stephen S. Wise 
of Now York City was the speaker of 
the evening, ills topic being ‘'Prepar- 
edness.” 

Rabbi Wise said that at the time 
arrangements were made for his ad- 
dress before the Forum, he gave the 
topic of "Americanism and Hyphen- 
ism,” hut reserved the right to change 
to some other theme which might lie 
more vitally before the American pub- 
lic. Ho said: 1 feel there is only one 
theme to consider today, one great 
outstanding question before the Amer- 
ican people. The history of America 
for centuries to come is to be deter- 
mined in the course of the next few 
weeks. This theme rises out of a sit- 
uation we have in part created. It is 
the question of Preparedness. I want 
to say first that 1 believe that war will 
he ultimately conquerable. We are go- 
ing to have it for a long time and tills 
may not he the last of the wars of his- 
tory nor even the greatest of wars. 
The end of war will never come to 
pass until you and I put out of our 
hearts that moral notion that man is a 
fighting animal. Man was a fighting 
animal and is, but he is not going to 
he a fighting animal to the end of 
time. He is going to leave the animal 
nnd fight both. You may say that man 
is a fighting animal and will never 
cease to he only when you look down 
on man’s origin and past and omit to 
Jook up to man’s destiny. 

There are several things which must 
he done before we shall have the end 
of war. First we have got to do away 
with underground diplomacy. The 
moral law should not he any more pli- 
able for the nations than for us in- 
dividuals. The moral law is mightier 
than national necessity. And in place 
of secret diplomacy, we should have 
.what John Hay called, "The golden 
rule diplomacy.” And second, we are 
jiot going to have the beginning of the 
end of war until women have a share 
in the government. Women bear at 
first and last the heaviest cost of the 
war. Some of you forget that the 
time is fast going when women will 
continue to bear children so the na- 
tions may be supplied with war ma- 
terial. Nature did not put her here 
/or that. Some day the mothers are 
going to rise in revolt against being 


used ns human breeding machines. 

And we will not have the beginning 
of the end of war until you and I cease 
to believe that miserable lie, "if you 
desire peace, prepare for war.” We 
as a nation have had 101 years of 
peace witli Great Hritaiti, and unless 
we suddenly go mad we are going to 
have 1001 years. And how have we 
managed it? Very simple. Ry being 
unprepared. That long border line be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
has been unfortified by a gentlemen’s 
agreement. Suppose we had had a 
fieet of battleships on the Great Lakes. 
We would hnve had war long ago if 
wo had a navy there. I want you to 
understand, however, that 1 am not a 
pacificist. I am not a peace-at-any- 
price man. nor a war-at-every price 
man. 1 believe in preparedness. I 
.believe in an army and navy. Hut we 
are not talking preparedness today, we 
are in the midst of a preparedness 
panis, a preparedness hysteria. You 
have me frightened into a state of 
phobia. Moreover, if it be true that 
we have no army and no navy, such 
,as some people would have us believe, 
.then the men who have been in com 
mand of this function of the govern- 
ment the past few years and have had 
the expenditure of upwards of $100,- 
000,000 should be court-martialed. I 
want to warn you against this prepar- 
edness hysteria. I think 1 know some- 
thing of its origin. 1 believe not a lit- 
tle is due to the munition makers and 
as long as we are to allow the manu- 
facture of munitions for private gain 
yather than for public use. we are go 
ing to have repetitions of the panic. 
We have got to choose between Mill 
tarism and Democracy. Even the 
leaders of the great universities of the 
country with few exceptions have been 
caug'ht in the midst of this panic, men 
whom we should look up to for wise 
counsel and advice. 

In conclusion, let me say that I do 
,not think we should disarm, but 
.should go on with our normal pro- 
,gram. The end of this war will come 
.and we as the greatest neutral power 
will have an important part in the 
peace negotiations, and if we embark 
on a militaristic program and then at 
tempt to enter the negotiations and 
.request the limitation of armaments, 
the other powers of the world will 
laugh at us. They will despise us if 
,we go there with unclean hands.

Joseph I>ovine of Roxbury. who has 
recently purchased the Scales proper- 
ty at the corner of Centre and Church 
streets, Newton and who has just been 
refused a building permit to erect an 
apartment house of 12 suites, has 
asked the Supreme court for a writ of 
mandamus to compel Buildings Com- 
missioner Walter It. Forbush to issue 
the same. 

He filed an application with plans 
Feb. 28, and alleges the commissioner 
purposely held up the permit to allow 
the Hoard of Aldermen on March f> to 
pass an amendment to the building or- 
dinances, with which his jilans did not 
conform. Petitioner alleges the com- 
missioner acted in bad faith. 

The matter is being heard today.

The annual ladles’ night of th<- 
Newton Board of Trade was observed 
Monday evening with a reception and 
banquet at the Woodland Park Hotel. 
The guest of honor was Hon. Chan- 
nlng Cox, Speaker of the Massachu- 
setts House of Representatives, and 
addresses were also made by Repre- 
sentatives J. Weston Allen and Henry 
W Jarvis, and Mayor Edwin 6. 
Childs. President William J. Cozens 
acted as toastmaster. Seated at the 
head table with the president and 
speakers were Hon. George H Ellis, 
Rev. Dr. George S. Butters, Mrs. W. 
J. Cozens, Miss A. Winnifred Cozens. 
Mrs. Jarvis. Mr. and Mrs. John W. 
Byers and Mr. and Mrs. H. W. Orr. 

Fancy paper caps were provided for 
everyone present and added greatly to 
the interest of the occasion. 

During the evening an entertain- 
ment was given by Miss Ruth Field- 
ing. reader. Mr. W. Anthony Towle, 
reader, "Newton,” ledgerdemaln, and 
Master Leonard Shanks, soloist. 
King’s Orchestra. George King, leader, 
rendered instrumental music during 
the evening. 

Representative Henry W. Jarvis 
the first speaker of the evening, spoke 
a few words on the liquor transporta- 
tion question. This bill is to keep li- 
quor dealers from delivering into non- 
licenscd cities and towns. He said 
"The liquor dealers are today sending 
their liquor into the non-licensed cit- 
ies and towns absolutely unhampered, 
and we have no check upon them. 
They are today sending their adver- 
tising carts through these cities and 
towns asking us to buy our liquor of 
them and it will he delivered to us 
free of charge. We do not ask to keep 
liquor out of non-licensed cities and 
towns, what we ask is that the liquor 
dealers send their liquor into these 
cities and towns through dealers we 
license. We want to know, and vre 
have a right to know that the liquor 
is being sent to a legitimate user of 
it. We want to know that liquor or- 
ders are not being solicited by the man 
who is making the delivery. We want 
to be able to and we have a right to 
revoke the license of the man who is 
soliciting orders. What we want is 
fair play and home rule. Now. this 
bill that is being presented is the es- 
sence of fair play. It is the essence 
of home rule. It should be and I be- 
lieve it will be passed by the House, 
the Senate, and receive the signature 
of the Governor." 

The next speaker was Representa- 
tive J. Weston Allen. He gave a few 1 
examples of some of the humorous 
bills that have come up for readings 
in the house, and also the following 
bill which came up for a reading this 
week, which provides, and it was 
hoped for the sake of the ladle - t 
it would not go through, "that scrub- 
women who are employed within the 
confines of this Commonwealth shall 
he paid not less_than 50c an hour for 
all the time they work. If that goes 
through all our wives here will have 
to pay for S hours’ work. $4.o0. and 
if they do not they are to be fined 
$50.00 for every hour that the scrub- 
woman worked for less than 50c per i 
hour." He then passed to the bill 
which was passed allowing public mar- 
kets in Newton. He said. "I was 
somewhat surprised when our garden 
city was picked out as one of the par- 
ticular cities where the sale of garden 
truck was to be experimented with, 
and I know that the attitude of manv 
of the men in this organization is not 
entirely favorable to that hill, and to 
the establishment of a public market, 
without any rent charged for those 
who come to sell their goods. What- 
ever the future is. however, for legis- 


lation of that kind. I think we are- 
going to have public markets, and our 
problem is going to be not to stop 
public markets, but to control them.” 
He finished his address hy saying: — 
"This is likely to lie a problem which 
will stay with us and I think that we 
have got to meet the situation be- 
cause the tendency of the time is more 
and more to bring the agricultural in- 
terests of the State forward and as far 
as possible to give them opportunity 
for development.” 

A hearty welcome was next extend- 
ed to Hon. Edwin O. Childs. "My part 
is a very simple but a very pleasant 
one. I am here to extend the greet- 
ing of this City to this organization 
and our distinguished guests and to 
the friends of The Newton Board of 
Trad*- who honor us with their pres- 
ence tonight. I am especially glad to 
welcome to this city and to this place 
Speaker Cox and to extend to him on 
behalf of all of you the right hand of 
fellowship. A trusted leader, a wise 
counsellor, he has won a place In the 
esteem and in the hearts of not only 
this community, but of the Common- 
wealth. He has won the respect of 
those who differ from him politically. 
My friends. I want. to venture a bit of 
prophecy. The man you are entertain- 
ing tonight as a distinguished guest, 
will some day be the Governor of this 
Commonwealth. We have met here 
tonight an organization composed of 
men who have many things in com- 
mon. The Newton Board of Trade was 
organized that there might be a closer 
relationship among the business men 
of this City. This organization has a 
two-fold mission, to benefit ourselves 
and to benefit the trading public- 
What helps our people helps us. for 
we are dependent upon the people of 
this City for our livelihood, and they 
in turn are dependent upon us for 
their happiness, their health and 
largely for their existence. This city 
has much to be proud of and there is 
no bigger asset in the community 
than our business men. The Newton 
Board of Trade is composed of men 
of the right sort, of the right calibre. 
It is a common saying, and you have 
heard it many times, that vou cannot 
mix business with religion and vou 
cannot practise the Golden Rule ’ in 
trade. I am not sure that this is true. 
Business is giving us much for an 
equal value, it is refined barter and 
we uce money as a convenient medi- 
um of exchange. Character is at the 
bottom of a successful business, and 
it is character that counts with the 
business man. because they measure 
up to the standard. No engine no 
matter how powerful it is will run 
without a constant supply of power 
and just so it is necessary to pump 
steam into a business, and that is 
what a board of trade is organized to 
do and what this Board of Trade i* 
doing.”

As a rule our city departments suffer 
at present from the application of 
academic and theoretical ideas of some 
members of the city government and 
groups of citizens who sometimes in 
fiuence them. City departments, ham- 
pered with restrictive labor legisla- 
tion. managed by officials subjected to 
constant political and social pressure, 
cannot attain true business efficiency. 
It is true that some improvements are 
probably possible, but it would be far 
better to engage experts to examine 
each department, rather than to have 
one man attempt to reform matters 
of which he cannot possibly have 
any practical knowledge. A man like 
former Street Commissioner Rourke 
of Boston could give valuable advice 
in the Street Department, for he knows 
all the conditions surrounding munici- 
pal work of that nature, and undoubt 
edly similar men could be found in 
other branches of municipal activities.

PROBLEM OF JELLY MAKING i 

Something Which Interests Every 

Housewife and Yet 8eems Not to 
Be Perfectly Understood. 

Although there are many house- 1! 
wives who can make the finest kind of 
lellies it is probably true that the 
majority cannot tell just why Jelly 
’jells.” 

Jelly-making as practiced in the 
home is an art founded upon scientific 
principles and consists in so control- 
ling conditions with sugar and boiling 
that the whole mixture sets. 

Jelly "jells” because of the presence 
of a substance called pectin, which 
may not be present In the fruit juice 
but becomes present after boiling. 

These pectin bodies con utilize just 
so much sugar and if it is increased 
beyond a certain limit continued boil- 
ing will produce only a gummy mass. 
The correct amount of Juice to sugar 
vnries from 34:1 to 1:1 by volume 
Currnnts and partially ripened grapes 
should have 1:1 and raspberries, ap- 
ples und cranberries should have %:1. 
Those juices which require the most 
sugar need to be boiled only from 
eight to ten minutes, the others from 
twenty to thirty minutes. 

The much reported statement that 
jelly cannot be made from "beet- 
sugar” is groundless. Both "beet- 
sugar” and “cane-sugar” often come 
from the same bin. the coarse crys- 
tals being labeled the former and the 
fine crystals the latter. 

HOUSEHOLD HINTS 

To remove ink spots from marble, 
mix well equal parts of spirits of vit- 
riol and lemon juice, wet the spots 
and In a few minutes rub with a soft 
cloth and then wash. 

To clean dingy glass, wash it with 
warm water and sal soda. Dry and 
then brighten with salt water. 

To clean nickel silver ornaments, 
dip a piece of flannel in ammonia and 
rub the article. 

To clean raincoats, sponge with a 
mixture of alcohol and ether, to which 
is added a tablespoonful of ammonia 
to a pint of the liquid. 

To clean black silk, sponge with 
household ammonia and press while 
damp on the wrong side of the goods. 


Rtove Leg Fastener. 

In mo--’g or lifting stoves, the legs 
oftn- out. or become loose. This 

can be prevented by bending a strip 
of heavy tin over the top of the leg 
to fill the space between the top of 
the leg and the stove und fastening 
the opposite end to some projection 
on the nody ot the stove. — World's Ad- 
vance ^

For Young Housekeepers. 

If your white enamel furniture be- 
comes soiled or discolored it may be 
quickly and satisfactorily cleaned and 
restored thus: Melt one tablespoon- 
ful of bicarbonate of soda in one quart 
of boiling water; when cool, wash the 
furniture with the solution, using an 
old flannel cloth for the purpose. 

When reed or cane seats sag, wash 
them on both sides with warm soap- 
suds. Make tbe under side quite wet; 
dry in tile air and sun. 

Burnt coffee will free the house 
from cooking odors. So will smoul- 
dering string. A handful of lavender 
flowers in a bowl with lemon or or- 
ange peel and covered with boiling 
water imparts a gentle fragrance to 
an entire apartment. 

To prevent white clothing or mate- 
rials from becoming yellow, wrap 
each piece carefully in blue paper or 
old muslin well covered with House- 
hold laundry blue. 


Sponge Fingers. 

Measure the weight of three eggs in 
butter, sugar and flour. Beat the eggs 
and sugar together for 15 minutes. 
Melt the butter and add alternately 
with the flour to the other ingredients, 
stirring gently all tbe time. Then add 
half teaspoonful baking powder and a 
few drops of vanilla or other flavoring 
Bake in a well greased tin for 10 or 
15 minutes. Turn out and allow to 
cool. Then split in half and spread 
with jam, Jelly or lemon curd. Coat 
the top with white, pink or chocolate 
icing and cut into fingers. In the sum- 
mer fresh raspberries or strawberries 
are delicious used as a filling. Tinned 
pineapple, pear or other fruit can be 
used satisfactorily. 


Chilling Your Fudge. 

You will never again mnko fudge 
and similar candies »n ihe old way- 
taking from the fire and beating till 
cold — if you try this way cnce. Take 
tne candy from the fire when the soft 
ball stage is reached, rlace the pot .n 
a large one containing cold water, thou 
stir till firm, it will be creamier, and 
less granular, than you ever had A 
chemist tolls me that is because the 
contact of the pot with the cold wa- 
ter immediately arrests crystalliza- 
tion. It may also be that the motion 
of stirring, rather than beating, tends 
to prevent granulating. At all events, 
chill your candy In the cold water.— 
Good Housekeeping Magazine. 


Banana Croquette Salad. 

A dainty way to serve the nutritious 
banana is to peel and cut in halves 
across the fruit. Take a fork and dip 
the bananas in mayonnnlse dressing, 
then in equnl parts of chopped wal- 
nuts and pecan nuts. Serve on let- 
tuce leaves, with a few of the nuts for 
garnish. Three-quarters of a cupful 
of chopped nuts will bread three 
bananas. 


Drop Biscuit. 

Mix two heaping teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder with two cups of Hour und 
lmlf a teaspoonful of lard. Stir iu 
enough milk to make u stiff batter 
and drop from the end of the spoon 
on u buttered pun about an inch and 
a half apart. Hake ten minutes.

The regular meeting of the (’ban- 
ning Alliance was held in the church 
parlors on Tuesday afternoon, March

were selections by the Alliance choir 
and an address by Professor Emily 
Balch of Wellesley College on "Peace 
und Good Will". Professor Balch 
spoke of peace, not as the drooping 
type, but as having more substance, 
with forces running in conjunction. 
She pointed out that determining 
thing is spiritual in character, that if 
force be used, it must not be to t he 
detriment of the moral state. 

Siie emphasized the necessity of uni- 
versal good will. Although many peo- 
ple feel it ignoble to hate an individ 
ual, they consider it righteous to hate 
a whole nution. There is a vast dif- 
ference, however, between condemn- 
ing crime and hating, the individual 
or people who commit that crime. It 
is not necessary to give way to nation- 
al and race prejudices. 

Referring to the present War, Pro- 
fessor Balch suid that Europe must 
get u new mind and thut we must get 
new machinery through which inter- 
nationalism can express itself. 

It has been demonstrated that un- 
supported international law will not 
hold against war. Predatory diplo- 
macy lias led to predatory war. Pro- 
fessor Balch thinks that these influ- 
ences will be outgrown Just as can- 
nalialism or slavery have been out- 
grown. At present the nations are 
too powerful to make tolerant war.

It is 
not always practical for the Depart- 
ment to send you the seeds asked for 
but they will, a.* nearly as possible, 
comply with your wishes." 


TREE STUDY WORK 


Mr. Alfred MacDonald, who is di- 
recting the tree-study work which the 
Newton Branch of the Massachusetts 
Forestry Association is starting in the 
public schools of Newton, reports a 
great deal ol' interest and enthusiasm 
among the children in the schools he 
lias visited. This work has met with 
the heartiest co-operation on the part 
of the principals and teachers in these 
schools.

that the club could in co-operation 
with other organizations help In abol- 
ishing hill-hoards. A study of what 
pertains to good government would 
bring about better conditions, such as 
the conducting of public business on 
the same linos ns private business. 
He urged the members to keep in 
touch with the schools, public mar- 
kets and similar movements. 

Alderman Hollis commenting upon 
the “clean-up week" said he believed 
every week should he a clean-up week 
and every day a fire prevention day. 
He suggested the following up of the 
schools and any new movement such 
as the out-door schools.

Alderman Early, chairman of the 
Public Works committee, asked the 
women to show their Interest by vot- 
ing and seeing to it that the men vote.

The observance of liOiit is of course 
not nearly so general In the churches 
of our Order ns in some others. More 
and more, however, we are coming to 
use these days before Enster as a 
time to put special emphasis upon the 
spiritual element In our preaching and 
upon our inward spiritual life. If we 
are in any measure to set apart this 
period of the year, it is well thnt we 
should ask ourselves whnt opportun- 
ities it presents to us. Just how we 
may use it In order to receive the 
higiiest degree of benefit. Let us 
make a number of very simple and 
practical sugKestions. 

First of all. Lent offers you an op- 
portunity for a rest, a rest and re- 
freshing of both body and mind. You 
may get this rest in at least two ways. 

A change of occupation is a real rest, 
probably the best kind of rest for the 
mind and to some extent for the body. 

It may he quite possible for some of 
you men in business or professional 
life to refrain from some of your ordi- 
nary activities during these weeks, to 
make your schedule lighter, and then 
to spend the time saved in increased 
work for the church, or in some place 
where you personally know there is 
need for philanthropic, Christian 
work, and in the cultivation of your 
own inner life. I am quite serious In 
suggesting this possibility to you. I 
venture to say that if you were to put 
it into practice, you would be quite 
astonished at the increased vigor with 
which you would go back to a full 
schedule of work after a few weeks. 
Observers from abroad have often re- 
marked, what we too may easily see 
if we open our eyes, that the most 
pathetic as well as unpleasant thing 
about the average American man is 
the narrowness of his interost, He is 
the money-maker and that is all. His 
home and children really see little of 
him. He has no time for leisurely and 
genial social life, and indeed little 
aptitute for it since he can only talk 
business and little else intelligently. 
He is not well-read. Music*and the 
drama he can absorb only in the forms 
presented at the resorts or vaudeville 
theatre. 

As a class he does not go^to church. 
He leaves the government of the com- 
munity In which he is bringing up his 
family to professional politicians 
whom he is Inclined to look down 
upon. Of course I need not say that 
there are multitudes to whom these 
observations do not apply. I am bound 
to say also that 1 think thoy are far 
less applicable to the average Boston- 
ian than to the average Now Yorker 
and probably Chicagoan. Each of you 
can say for himself to what extent 
this charge of narrowness of interest 
holds against him. In so far as it is 
true, you are really not fair to your 
own family, the people you love the 
most, for whom you are toiling so 
monotonously. What your wife noods, 
what your children need — and in far 
too many American homes do not have 
—is not a machine to make money for 
them, but a man, a husband, a father, 
pure noble, virile spirit to be built 
into their lives. And likewise, In so 
far as the charge of narrowness of in- 
terest holds good, you are unfair to 
yourself, it is unfair that the mind 
and the soul should be so unculti- 
vated as is the case with so many 
American men, that all the world’s 
pleasures of goodness, of beauty, of 
truth — nature, human society, poetry, 
music, painting, should mean so little 
to you. This nervousness that breaks 
so many of you down permanently or 
periodically, is unfair to you. And 
what I am pointing out this morning 
is that Lent offers you the rest that 
many men need and ought to have. 
Change your occupation, let some of 
your ordinary work go for a fow 
weeks, feast your soul, throw your- 
self into some unselfish task, get ac- 
quainted with your homo, your church, 
your books, your soul, in a now way— 
and you may go back to work re- 
freshed. 

But it is not always necessary to 
change one’s work to any considerable 
extent. Many of you may be so sit 
uated that you cannot do so at a mo- 
ment’s notice. We find ourselves rest- 
ed and refreshed also when we go at 
our work in a new spirit, with a new 
impulse. A soldier may march many 
miles, got to his trench seemingly 
tired, almost exhausted, hut If pres 
ently a charge Is sounded, his weari- 
ness is quite forgotten, he finds nil his 
strength at his command. A student 
suddenly gets a now light on some 
subject he is studying, perhaps he sees 
its inner relations, its bearing on some 
question that has troubled him, Its 
necessity for his future welfare— and 
at once the study that seemed so dull 
is avidly attacked by a mind that sup- 
posed itself weary. Now oven if you 
cannot change or to uny considerable 
extent lighten your work, you can use 
every spare moment you have, not in 
mere dissipation or self-indulgence, 
hut use it for the cultivation of your 
mind and soul. You can perhaps at- 
tend some of the special services at 
the church. You may perhaps take 
a few moments before or at breakfast 
to look into your Bible instead of your 
newspaper. There may be some stim- 
i«Wiiig or magazine that you run 
look into in the evening instead of 
spending another half-hour over the 
paper or u trashy story-magazine. In 
such simple ways, and without any 
degree interrupting the flow of your 
business und professional life, you 
may feel a new spirit, u new interest, 
and because of that find, mind, nerves 
and body refreshed und rested. 

It is hardly necessury to add that In 
the same way — by chungu of occupa- 
tion or at least by the cultivation of 
new and deeper interests in spare mo- 
ment.- -women too may make Lent u 
time of reul rest. 

1 go on to suggest, in the second 
place, thut I xml offers you an oppor 
tunity to meet yourself und thus to up 
praise yourself, and your life unew. 
In a volume very recently issued, en- 
titled "The Poet in the Desert,” one 
of our Pacific I’oust poets buys: 


"I have come Into the 
stricken land. 

Which fears not God, that 1 may 
meet my soul 

Face to face, naked as the Desert Is 
naked; 

Bure as the great silence is bare." 
One of the great troubles with men, 
a great cause of shallowness and of 
bndness, is that most of them never 
have met their own souls in this way, 
never have studied and appraised 
their own moral life. Now no one of 
you would think of doing business or 
nmnuging n house without frequent 
Inventory taking, frequent determina- 
tion of resources and needs. Yet 
somehow most of us aeem to think 
that in this tremendous business of 
building n character and saving a 
soul . it is well enough to drift along, 
that somehow we can get to a worthy 
result though we never stop to ask 
what road we have travelled, what 
gains we have made or losses suffered, 
where the best efforts need to be ap- 
plied. Now here is an exercise for 
which Lent olTers you some oppor- 
tunity that will give you If you go 
through with It honestly, more sensa- 
tions and thrills — pleasant and other 
wise — than you ever got from the 
most exciting book or play, the value 
of which cannot be measured in liu 
man terms. Go off somewhere In the 
course of these next few weeks — out 
In the fields or woods if there is op- 
portunity for that, Into your own 
room, anywhere so that you are alone 
— go as often as necessary to get the 
thing done. When you are alone, in- 
troduce yourself to yourself. Find out 
what sort of creature you are. You 
have some admirable points and some 
very nasty ones; it will be thrilling 
and good for you to see them both 
clearly. Think back a year, ten, twen- 
ty years, and try to determine the dif- 
ference between yourself then and 
now. Do you find ideals faded? Do 
you find many things that you once 
shunned and now indulge in thought 
lessly? Do you find yourself asking 
more or less of yourself? More con- 
siderate or loss considerate of others 
You dared to think and dream for 
yourself once — are you merely con- 
forming now? Settlod into a fixed 
deep rut? Can you think of any real- 
ly noble, unselfish thing you have re- 
cently done? Any Ignoble, selfish, 
cruel tiling? Do you find yourself a 
big man or a little tiny one inside? 

If from now on you were to set to 
work Intelligently at your own soul 
and character, what would be the next 
step? Would you become mora faith- 
ful to the church or perhaps quit the 
church you are in and seek more in- 
spiration elsewhere? Would you keep 
on at your present business or quit it? 
If you were to become in earnest 
about making the most of yourself, 
would you remain In the political par- 
ty you are in or get out of it? Would 
you keep your friends, drop them, or 
perhaps try to elevate thorn with you" 
You see what I have in mind, There 
are wonderful places in this world 
which I hope you may all visit one 
day if you care to, But I assure you 
that you will never find a country 
millionth part as interesting as your 
own life, tho inside of you. It takes 
a vory daring and resourceful man to 
traverse it. If any of you undertake 
this Lent to go into "tho lean and 
stricken land” to meet your own soul 
face to face, 1 bid you God speed 
You will soo many entrancing, ab 
sorbing sights. When you come to the 
dangerous regions, I hope your cour 
age and your strength will hold out. 

In the third place. Lent gives an op 
portunity not only for self-examina 
tion, not only to learn to know your 
self, but also for self-culture, an op 
portunity to cultivate, enrich, uplift 
the soul. Let me be very simple and 
specific. The Church offers you cer 
tain opportunities along this line. At 
these Sunday morning services I shall 
try to set forth matters of practical 
concern to the Christian man, woman 
youth, In our day and country, On 
Sunday evenings wo shall meet in the 
next room for two great purposes — to 
study the Book and pray that God may 
bloas our hrothors and sistors In the 
stricken lands across the sea and may 
give them wisdom and grace speedily 
to cease from un-Christian strife. On 
Friday nights men of spiritual insight 
and force from some of our neighbor- 
ing churches are to bring messages 
out of their experience as to the prac 
tical and Christian conduct of life, 
you do not find hero what your soul 
needs, doubtless there is some rolig- 
ious body within reach of you that can 
provide it. 

Again, there is the groat realm of 
the printed word, The serious tnaga 
zines have not In years, I think, pro 
sented more searching, spiritually dl 
rect material than is to he found in 
them at present, Numerous hooks 
beckon to you. There Is that volume 
of poetry that you have long neglected 
or have had no opportunity to read 
Get Paul ShlveU’s "Stillwater Pas 
torals” and absorb tho ancient mess 
age of religion expressed by a modern 
man. Or read Masefield If his pres 
ence among us lias turned your atten 
tion to him. There are all the numer 
ous questions raised by the war. One 
need not of course read the details of 
its horrors unless he desires; nor 
it perhaps necessary that all of 
should try to keep up with the politi 
cal issues involved, but surely it is not 
a time for any one who cun read to 
neglect all consideration of tho deep 
or, economic, social, moral, ’spiritual 
Issues involved. Prof. Uscher’s “Ctiul 
lenge of the Future,” Dr, Jefferson' 
"Christianity and International 
Peace,” or Dr, Gullek’s “The Fight For 
Peace" — some such book one ought to 
absorb and be set thinking by during 
this Lent. There are books in the 
field of religion thut you huve thought 
of reading perhaps. One of our mis 
slonary muguzines mukes pertinent 
suggestions: Helen B. Montgomery' 
"The King's Highway," John R. Mott' 
"The Present World Situation," Slier 
wood Eddy’s "The Students of Asia. 
Above all tl\gre is your Bible. It would 
refresh and uplift you to dwell during 
these next weeks with the Book 
lsuiah and the book of Amos, the Gos- 


pels of Matthew and Luke and thfc 
Epistle of James. 

Also, there is the opportunity to en- 
Ich your soul by prayer, by com- 
munion with tho Unseen and Eternal 
atlier, and witli the spirit of the man 
of Nazareth. O, if the Christians of 
America were to fling themselves upon 
their knees. 


In an article in the Atlantic Monthly 
for March Dr. L. P. Jacks of Oxford, 
England makes this Interesting and 
startling suggestion, which he in turn 
derives from ixird Bryce, that one of 
the serious problems confronting hu- 
manity today lies In the fact that life 
constantly growing more complex, 
there are more people in tho earth, 
they are organized in larger groups, 
methods of communication have 
brought them close together so that 
all that goes on today is world-wide 
in its possible or actual effects, the 
accumulation of knowledge is im- 
mense, the command of nature — for 
good or ill — has been Increased by ap- 
plied science — but on the other hand 
the mind and the soul of the Individual 
man have not grown In nearly the 
same proportion, perhaps have not 
grown at all In historic times. In 
other words, the world has become an 
Immense, complex, or rushing machine 
— capable of infinite good or ill — but 
the men who have to run the machine, 
or be run and crushed by It, have not 
grown with It. This war, to him, Is 
just an illustration of how the whole 
thing may get quite out of the hands 
of the men In charge, and rush on to 
accomplish horrors that no individ- 
uals .or group of them ever really in- 
tended. Ominous as the suggestion 
is, I think every one of us sees nt once 
that there is something in it. And to 
me the call that this age sounds forth 
is precisely a summons to individual 
men and women to deepen, enrich, up- 
lift, strengthen their minds and souls 
in order that a generation may arise 
capable of grappling with the prob- 
lems and issues which this war has 
served to lay bare. If ever, my 
friends, the world called you to take 
advantage of the opportunity Lent of- 
fers for self-cultivation, it is today. 
And I think any man or woman who 
today fails to cultivate his soul, to 
make it more serious, more intelligent, 
more heroic, more devout, is far 
more of a traitor, far more dan- 
gerous than the man who re- 
fuses to take up arms in the hour 
of national peril is generally purport- 
ed to he. I do not care what you 
think about military preparedness. 1 
tell you with all the seriousness of 
which I am capable in the name of 
God, in the name of the weeping, 
bleeding, dying hosts in Europe and 
Asia, In the name of America that I 
love; Prepare your minds and souls 
to grapple intelligently and nobly with 
the issues before the world today, or 
no weapon of steel that any nation 
or all nations may forge will avail to 
save humanity from the doom of the 
fool and the sinner. 


And that brings me to my last sug- 
gestion. Lent gives us an opportunity 
to learn how to suffer. It gives us an 
opportunity to dwell with Jesus dur- 
ing tho last days and hours of his 
life, to catch his passion for human- 
ity, for self-sacrificing service. I ven- 
ture to assert that one great trouble 
with many of us is that we do not 
suffer enough, that we ought to be 
looking for suffering and hardship. 
Our lives are easy going and self-in- 
dulgent. We eat too much and we 
play too much. We have too much 
money, too many material goods and 
comforts of the flesh. We are mad 
for superficial, cheap excitement and 
pleasure. We live in tile midst of in- 
finite woe and sin, and we are callous 
and indifferent. 1 say that deliber 
ately, I mean it. I know well enough 
there are exceptions, men and women 
who bear the infirmities of the world 
on their lacerated hearts as Jesus did. 
They are the exceptions. How many 
of us have spent a sleepless night, so 
much as one whole uncomfortable 
hour even, in the contemplation of the 
ills of the time? Nor have we in any 
adequate sense sought to meet the 
evil and the sorrow about us. Halt 
tho world Is suffering the pangs ot 
hell. England, Belgium, France, Ger- 
many, Italy, Russia, Serbia, Bul- 
garia, Montenegro, Austria, Tur- 
key, Armenia — men and women, 
tho vory boys and girls, are pour- 
ing out their life’s blood, some 
in brave endurance of persecution 
vile, some in heroic defence of an 
ideal, many also in a mistaken, wick- 
ed battle for earthly power and 
wealth, but pouring it out for what- 
ever cause. On every hand the teach- 
ings of Jesus are being challenged 
and trodden under the feet of men. 
Never in certain respects has the 
Christian Church seemed more feeble 
and rutile than today. Never, on the 
other bund, has there been so much 
need or tho Gospel, seldom perhaps, at 
least in many places, a better oppor 
tunity tor Its proclamation. And what 
are we doing, we hero In America, we 
whose hands are tree, whoso eyes not 
blinded by the heart ot strire, we who 
might have seen the meaning ot the 
hour ot trial that is upon all the 
world? What are we doing? “They 
ate, they drank, they married, they 
were given in marriage, — they bought, 
thoy sold, they planted, they bullded” — 
nay more, we dance, we sing, we 
shout, we revel, we frequent every 
conceivable place of amusement in 
the land. Foremost consideration of 
all. we make uloney. O, perhaps we 
couldn't help It. Perhaps it's all been 
done according to international law, 
though my poor muddled bruin finds 
it harder und harder to understand 
how wo uro helping men up to God by 
making things for them to shoot ouch 
other with. But suppose it’s all right 
what have wo bean doing with tin- 
money? Yes, we've tossed a few pen 
Dios to Belgium, Serbia, Poland, Ar 
monla, und then we’ve made the fa- 
miliar complaint that there uro 
muny causes to give to, it’s always 
money, money that’s wuuted, und liav 
ing thus quieted our consciences and 
shut up our hearts in time-honored 
fashion, we’ve proceeded to spend our 
fortunes on ourselves. America 
spreading her table of luxury and re- 
velling while the world is in u death- 
agony! A Belgian talked to un Amer- 
ican uudlence the other duy, told of 
the sufferings of his people und then 
spoke a startlingly true word: "Don't 
pity us; pity yourselves: you’ve only 
grown rich out of this thing." 

"l/>rd God of hosts, be with us yet!” 


Whnt have wo rtoTfft to call our 
brothers over (here to Ihoir kouhoh, to 
remind them of the teachings of Jcsiir, 
of patience, unselfishness, self-saeri- 
flco, love? Tho so-cnllod followers of 
the Prince of Pence hnve smiled nl 
Henry Ford, the only man who Imd 
tho courage to believe thnt "the fool- 
ishness of the preaching" might please 
God — save the world; and now they 
are turning busily to mnklng — no, not 
churches, not schools, not missionar- 
ies, not Bibles, but swords, guns, bat- 
tleships and iiullets for themselves. 
What hnve we done meanwhile to 
preach the Gospel to the world? llns 
there been some vnst, popular, irre- 
sistible movement swooping this coun- 
try, saying: Now thnt the forces of 
evil are showing whnt they can do, we 
will show how the American Christian 
Church can redouble Its efforts to 
prench the Word and extend the King- 
dom. I haven’t seen such a movement, 
have you? O, my friends, I’m not 
scolding you. I’m indicting myself — 
and you, If you too nre guilty. 

And there is our great opportunity 
this Lenten senson. It is to walk 
with J csu8 during those last weeks of 
his life, weeks of brave duty-doing, of 
loyalty, of suffering that the world 
might be saved, to walk with Jesus 
that wo may know him and the fel- 
lowship of his sufferings, that we may 
each find a work for which we may 
suffer hardships, may toil, fight, die. 
Lent must mean something very prac- 
tical to us all, or It is wasted. We 
call to serve and suffer comes to men 
In various ways. I have been wonder- 
ing whether this church ought not to 
express its sense of tho world’s need, 
of the call of God to-day, by making 
Borne noble offering of money — money 
given not out of our superfluity, but 
given in such fashion thnt we feel it — 
to one of the many mighty causes, Ar- 
menia, perhaps Belgium, some mis- 
sionary need, that challenges our la- 
tent capacities for heroism and self- 
sacrifice. I am wondering wlieth- 
we ought not to make some 
such noble offering to crown our 
Lenten season. 1 warn you that 
I shall not personally press this • 
mntter upon you. 1 would not for all 
the world have you look upon it as a 
burden that I lay upon you. If the 
spirit of God and the condition of the 
world lay no burden upon you, it 
would perhaps not he right, and it 
would certainly be foolish for me to 
attempt to do so. But I find myself 
at the point where I must feel myself 
doing something that costs and hurts, 
something for humanity and God, or 
go stark mad. And I know that my 
heart is not nearly so true and faith- 
ful as the heart of many a one among 
you, and so it occurred to me that all 
of us together might desire to do some- 
thing, in no sense as a duty, but to 
give relief by expression to the surg- 
ing passions in our hearts. And if 
some spontaneous response, should 
come from among you, some intima- 
tion that you would join with me in 
this, I cannot think that our Master 
would be ill-pleased. 

And of course there are many other 
ways in which we may heed the call 
to follow him, bearing the cross. 
There may be some sorrow or burden 
to which you have refused to become 
reconciled. There may be a duty, 
small, disagreeable, very near home, 
large perhaps, and far from home, that 
has been calling you. And best of all, 
each of us can just go from here this 
morning and try his best from this 
moment to be a real Christian and to 
make all he touches Christian. If we 
do that, the difficulties will come, the 
work will come, the suffering and 
tears and blood will come, the king- 
dom will come on earth as it is in' 
heaven. 


CAPT. BUTTERFIELD DEAD 


Capt. George Franklin Butterfield, 
who died last Saturday at his home at 
131 Eliot avenue, West Newton, was 
born on Jan. 28, 1844, in Cambridge, 
where the family home was near Har- 
vard College. He was of New Hamp- 
shire stock, his father having been 
born in that State in 1805 and his 
grandfather was major of a New 
Hampshire regiment. His maternal 
great grandfather was Sir John Bee- 
cham, who married a sister of Gov- 
ernor John Hancock. John Beecham 
was a member of an old English fam- 
ily of high social standing and influ- 
ence, but was cut off from his estates 
In England because of his aid and sup- 
port given to Hancock and the Conti- 
nental Army. Mr. Butterfield’s moth- 
er was born in the old mansion house 
across :he Mystic River from Bunker 
Hill. Her grandfather then owned 
property from Chelsea Creek to Mal- 
den square. 

When the Civil War broke out, Mr. 
Butterfield enlisted, but was rejected 
on account of his youth. On a fourtli 
attempt at enlistment, he succeeded in 
being mustered in by calling himself 
older than lie really was. He served 
in tho Seventh und Twenty-second 
army corps from Massachusetts and 
took part in tile battles of Zuni, Vu.; 
Joiner’s Ford, Franklin, Carsville, De- 
serted House, at the siege or Suffolk 
and in numerous skirmishes on the 
Weldon Railroad and elsewhere. At 
the buttle of Carsville he was wound- 
ed twice. Later he Joined Colonel J. 
P. Gould’s Veteran Regiment, fifty- 
ninth Massachusetts Volunteers, and 
was going out us llrst lieutenant, hut 
had a slight fulling out with the 
colonel and resigned. Ho then passed 
a military examination before General 
Casey und was entered as cuptuin of 
infantry in tho regulur army. He was 
under orders from the Secretary of 
War when Lee surrendered. 

Mr. Butterfield was a member of 
Willard C. Kingsley post 139, G. A. R. 
and Somerville Sixtli Massachusetts 
Volunteers, Company K. Later in life, 
Mr. Butterfield built and owned the 
Hotel Lung wood, bordering on Spot 
Pond in Melrose, und was its proprie- 
tor for many years. Ho served on the 
Bourd of Selectmen of Stouchum for 
four years. Mr. Butterfield is sur- 
vived by u widow und two daughters. 

Funeral services were held Tuesday 
ufternoon at his lute home on Eliot 
avenue, West Newton, and wore in 
cliurge of Rev. Roderick Stebbins of 
Hie Cougrcgutiouul Church at Milton.

UNDER TIIE GILDED DOME 

The dominant note of the week lias 
been the hearing before the Rules 
committee on charges affecting the in 
tegrity of Representative Foster of 
Gloucester for collecting funds from 
residents of his city for furthering 
legislation. The mniter is the result 
of a personal quarrel between Mr. 
Foster and nnotner member of the 
House, but it shows one side of legis- 
lative procedure, which fortunately Is 
unknown in this city. 

One of the interesting reports made 
recently was that of tnc Commission 
on Probation on Juvenile Delinquency. 
The commission believes that the 
faults found in the law are due to 
poor administration rather than to any 
inherent weakness in the lnw itseli 
As to the notion that the Juvenile 
law throws such protection around 
juvenile offending ns to make the ar- 
rest of children useless, a view that is 
found to be held by some police offi- 
cers, the Commission snys, “the law 
gives no warrant for this view. It has 
deprived the courts of none of their 
power. It does not contemplate nor 
warrant any relaxed insistence upon 
respect for law and order. It has not 
invaded the field of police activity or 
court correction with a purpose to 
take away any of the protection 
aguinsl wrong-doing. In its operation 
it hns only sought to require that the 
entire process of dealing with the 
child shall be not so much punitive as 
constructive. 

In the matter of dealing with par 
ents who are responsible for the de- 
linquency or waywardness of their 
children the Commission recommends 
an entirely new section of the juvenile 
delinquency act. Under the present 
law, which is very nearly a dead let- 
ter, the parent can only be reached 
after proceedings against the child 
have resulted in finding him to be 
either delinquent of wayward. The 
main feature of tho, new section is that 
it does not propose first proceedings 
against the child but goes directly af- 
ter the parent, guardian or other per- 
son having custody or control of the 
child, who 

“shall be found to have knowing- 
ly or wilfully encouraged, aided, 
caused or abetted or connived at 
or has knowingly or wilfully done 
any act or acts to produce, pro- 
mote or contribute to the delin- 
quency or waywardness” of the 
child. 

The Election Laws committee has 
reported a bill to restore the system 
of party enrollment at primaries 
which was in effect a few years ago 
and which the people decided against 
by an overwhelming vote. Practical 
operation of the present system shows 
even worse conditions than under the 
old method and the committee is act- 
ing wisely in taking this stand. If a 
referendum is added to the bill, as 
seems likely, there is considerable 
speculation as to the vote which will 
be cast on its acceptance.

The bill, if passed 
by the Legislature, must be accepted 
uy the people at the coming state 
election, and if so accepted, will he 
followed by a special election next 
spring and probable sessions of tne 
convention will loliosv prorogation ot 
the 1917 Legislatuie. 

One of tne interesting bits of 
temperance legislation is tne favorable 
committee report on a bill to aboiisti 
the annual vote on the liqu question 
and only have the same ucteu upon 
on petition of at least 10 per cent o. 

Eacn city ami 
town voting No would stay dry, unuer 
this hill, until the question was placed 
on the ballot in the above manner.

The latest word from tlie seething 
cuuldron of redistricting councillor 
and senatorial lines, is 10 tne effect 
that Newton will uo well to retain 
practically its present senatorial dis- 
trict. While everyone admits Unit the 
Newton, Walthum, Watertown district 
is ideal from every business stand- 
point, the district is too stiongiy Re- 
publican to suit tlie political managers. 

The bill to authorize Grace Church 
Parish to hold property to the amount 
of $600,000 and which was occasioned 
uy tlie recent bequest of tne late 
<. nurles W. Emerson, lias been fuvor 
ably reported unit is now’ on its puss 
age thru tho Legislature. 

Newton residents will he interested 
.11 the proposed bill of the special 
committee on consolidation of state

Leave 
to withdraw lias been reported by 
Mercantile Affairs on tin* hill relative 
to tlie transportation of liquors into 
No license communities, hut it is 
probable that the hill itself will he 
substituted for Hie adverse report.

OPPOSE GARAGE LOCATIONS 

Interesting Hearings Held Monday Evening by 
the Board of Aldermen 


One of the prettiest and most thor- 
oughly enjoyable social events of the 
past week in Newton, was the annual 
Spring Dance at Mt. Ida School. 

A large company of students and 
their guests assembled in the gymna- 
sium, which was very handsomely dec- 
orated in a combination scheme of 
green and white, with flowers and 
crepe paper. Strips of pale green pa- 
per were arranged across the windows, 
giving tlic effect of bars, from which 
Were suspended clusters of wisteria, 
and the lights, shaded with green 
made the dancing scene extremely ef- 
fective. Cozy corners were draped off 
at the ends of the hall, and decorated 
'with the School banners and green , 
cushions. 

Tho music, by Knights’ Orchestra, 
was first class in every respect, and 
•the program of popular selections all 
that could be desired. The musicians 
were plnccd behind a screen of ever- 
green and palms at one end of the 
hall. 

The dance orders were especially at- 
tractive, being white leather combina- 
tion card cases and memorand-books 
with "Mt. Ida School," lettered in gold 
on the outer cover.

The monthly meeting of the Direc- 
tors of the Stearns School Centre was 
held on March 21st. This board works 
in cooperation with the Stearns School 
in Nonantum. Any one interested in 
the work can find the head worker in 
her office at the Stearns School Build- 
ing between 8.30 and 9.30 on school 
mornings. 


The question of public and private 
garages occupied considerable time at 
t lie meeting of the aldermen on Mon- 
day evening nt which President Blan- 
chard presided and every member was 
present. 

The matter came before the board 
on the petition of Herman Weisberg 
to keep and maintain a public garage 
and keep and sell gasolene in connec - 
tion therewith on Sumner street, New- 
ton Centre, and on the protest of resi- 
dents against the erection of a multiple ' 
garage by H. H. Hawkins on Pearl 
street. Newton. 

The Weisberg garage was favored 
by his attorney. Max M. Kalman, who 
stated that the garage was to cover 
5600 square feet of land, one story in 
height and would cost $40,000. It was 
opposed by a delegation of leading 
citizens of Newton Centre headed by 
Mr. Charles E. Kelsey, who said that 
the principal objections were on ac- 
count. oT the lessened valuation to sur- 
rounding property, of which he cited 
the apartment house known as "The 
Sumner" and which was valued at 
$30,000. and the danger to school chil- 
dren who used this street in order to, 
reach the Mason school. Ex-alderman 
A. B. Rice referred to the policy of 
the board not to grant public garages 
where oppositions developed and said 
that the objections raised by residents 
here was but an indication of the gen- 
eral sentiment of the whole city on 
this question. He urged the board to 
adopt a fixed policy on this matter as 
no one cared to develop property un- 
less he could be protected. Mr. H. G. 
Lane said he owned four houses val- 
ued at over $20,000 directly opposite 
the proposed site of the garage and 
strenuously objected. The petitioner 
doesn’t have to build his garage on 
this place, he can build eleswhere. but 
my property is already there and I 
must take whatever comes. The gar- 


age will injure my property, lower 
rents and bring in a less desirable 
class of tenants. Sumner street is an 
important street and is the direct route 
for a large residential area to get to 
the stores, churches and schools and 
the traffic has largely increased in the 
past few years. The new block at the 
corner of Beacon street obstructs the 
view and it is most unwise to increase 
the traffic in a narrow street. 

Mr. J. A. Cole said his piazza was 
within 250 feet of this proposed site 
and as there was already another gar- 
age across on Beacon street he did 
not believe another garage was neces- 
sary and that if built it would prove 
to be a decided menace. 

Ex-councilman Fred H. Butts said 
he had lived on Sumner street for 29 
years and it was rapidly becoming a 
dangerous street on account of the 
increased traffic. The garage would 
be dangerous to the children. Mrs. 
Mabel A. I.ane opposed the garage on 
account of the narrow, crowded con- 
dition of the street, and the noise and 
undesirable element always present 
at such establishments.

He 
read letters from Fire Prevention 
Commissioner O’Keefe ruling that the 
type of garage stated by Mr. Cannon 
was a "public” garage and should be 
acted upon by the board of aldermen. 
Mr. Cannon claimed that the Buildings 
Commissioner misconstrues the extent 
of his powers and had no right to is- 
sue a building permit to Mr. Hawkins.. 
The whole neighborhood is opposed to 
this building — it is one of the oldest 
residential parts of the city and the 
residents have lived here many years. 
Mr. Cannon claimed that the erection 
of this garage would mark the cessa- 
tion of this territory for residential 
purposes and said that the garage 
would instantly cut valuations and.

EDITORIAL 


The sympathy of the entire com- 
munity is extended to the residents 
of l’earl street and vicinity in their 
very natural protest against the 
erection of a multiple garage on that 
street, for. unless conditions are im- 
mediately changed, similar structures 
are liable to he erected in many other 
places in the city where unrestricted 
land is available. There can he no 
question but what the erection of this 
garage will seriously affect property 
values in that neighborhood and that 
the city government ought to have 
some control over the situation. As a 
matter of fact the board of aldermen 
has absolutely no jurisdiction in mat- 
ters of this sort, and while there may 
be some way to prevent the issuance 
of the necessary permit to keep gaso- 
lene on the premises, the building per- 
mit is already issued and cannot be 
revoked. 

The obvious remedy for this un- 
fortunate situation lies in an immed- 
iate change in the Building Code of 
the city, so that the approval of the 
board of aldermen should be obtained 
before a building permit is issued. 
The old building ordinance had a 
similar provision on all applications 
to build for business purposes and it 
would be no unusual method to fol- 
low. 


The action of the aldermen in for- 
warding the recommendation of 
Mayor Childs that the water rates be 
reduced about ten per cent after Jan- 
uary 1. 1 «♦ 1 7 , is in line with the many 
suggestions made in this paper dur- 
ing the past ten years. If the city 
water was furnished by a private cor- 
poration, similar to the service ren- 
dered by the gas and electric com- 
panies. residents of this city would 
have been up in arms over the rates 
several years ago. No public service 
corporation would be allowed in this 
state to use its income for making 
extensions to its plant. They would 
be compelled to capitalize improve- 
ments of that nature and give the 
consumer a lower rate if the surplus 
/earnings increased. There is no good 
reason why a municipal corporation 
should be treated any different from 
a private concern in this respect and 
yet the city of Newton for the past 
ten years has deliberately used its in- 
come for plant extensions and main- 
tained a water rate, materially higher 
than many other places in the state. 
The new rate should be given immed- 
iate and hearty approval by the city 
government. 

The action of the court in dissolv- 
ing the temporary injunction obtained 
last summer by ten citizens restrain- 
ing the city from making any pay- 
ment for wages to Officer David Nea- 
gle does not settle the right or wrong 
of the matter in any sense. The court 
has not passed upon the merits of the 
case and the situation is just as un- 
satisfactory as it was last year, ex- 
cept that it is now possible for Mr. 
Neagle to be paid for his services as 
a patrolman, if the board of aldermen 
appropriate the necessary funds. At 
the present time no money is avail- 
able for that purpose. 


Residents of Oak Hill district are 
again asking the city to improve that 
neighborhood by providing adequate 
drainage for the South Meadow brook 
area. While this project will cost a 
large sum of money, the city of New- 
ton has a splendid opportunity to make 
Oak Hill one of the most attractive 
spots in the entire city and with prop- 
er development, it will rival any sub- 
urb of Boston. 

The long drawn out winter has so 
affected the wild birds in this vicinity 
that pheasants have been noticed try- 
ing to get food on some of our busiest ( 
streets. Those people who live on the 
outskirts of the city might relieve this 
.-donation to some extent if they would 
Be willing to scatter some waste from 
their tables on top of the snow.

While it may not be strictly good 
business to accept trust funds for 
perpetual enre of burial lots In our 
cemeteries, it is only another step in 
the co-operative principle on which 
our municipal government is based, 
nnd surely there can be no better 
method by which our citizens enn he 
served in this respect than hy the 
city itself. 

Our Newton representatives did 
some good work in forwarding the 
bill to prohibit the re-transportation 
of intoxicating liquors into No-11- 
cense communities except by duly li- 
censed carriers. Ix't us hope that the 
Senate will follow suit.

Hon. Levi C. Wade, at one time ' 
Speaker of the Massachusetts House ; 
of Representatives, and president of 
the Mexican Railway Co., and one of 
the leaders in the political and finan- 
cial circles of the day, died on March 
21. 1891. at the age of 48 years. Mr. 
Wade was at one time a student In the 
Newton Theological Seminary at New- 
ton Centre and subsequently studied 
law'. While thus engaged he served 
as principal of the Prospect Grammar 
school at Newton Upper Falls for five 
years, the Wade school of that village 
being named for him a few years la- 
ter. On entering the practise of law’ 
he formed a partnership with Ex-Gov- 
ernor John Q. A. Brackett. He was 
Newton’s representative in the House 
for four years, beginning with 1876. 
and was Speaker in 1S79. Mr. Wade 
also served on the Newton Water 
Board. Mr. Wade was elected presi- 
dent of the Mexican Railway Co. in 
18S4 and was also a director in the 
Atchison & Santa Fe Railroad. He 
lived in a beautiful home on Dedham 
street. Oak Hill, which he called 
"Homewood" and which included an 
estate of 225 acres. The funeral serv- 
ices held on March 24 were largely at- 
tended by many prominent men.

UNDER THE Gll-HED DOME 

The work of the Legislature Is In- 
creasing in importance as the larger 
matters come before It for action. 
This week the House voted 96 to 81 to 
substitute the hill of the city of New 
ton prohibiting the transportation of 
liquors into No license communities, 
for an adverse report of the commit- 
tee on Mercantile Affairs. There was 
an Interesting debate on the matter on 
Wednesday afternoon. Representatives 
Jarvis and Allen being among the 
speakers In favor of substitution. The 
victory is by no means complete as It 
is felt that the real fight will come In 
the Senate. 

The state will soon he burdened 
with another holiday if the New Year’s 
hill which has passed both branches 
is signed by Governor McCall. Senator 
Ellis voted against the hill when it 
passed the Senate on Tuesday. 

The amendment to the constitution 
striking out the word "proportional" 
was rejected Tuesday in the Senate, 
lmt was reconsidered Wednesday and 
postponed until next week for further 
consideration. Senator Ellis voted in 
favor of the amendment. 

Mr. Allen and Mr. Jarvis were on 
opposite sides of the bill to establish 
a juvenile court for the city of Hol- 
yoke on Tuesday, Mr. Jarvis favoring 
the bill and Mr. Allen opposed. Mr. 
Weston was not recorded. Mr. Jarvis 
was the only Newton member record- 
ed the same day on the hill relative to 
me city solicitor oi Lam bridge, voting 
against an amendment offered by Mr. 
Lynch of that city. 

On Monday Messrs. Weston and Jnr 
vis voted with a majority of the House 
in favor of the bill relative to removal 
of city solicitors, and Mr. Allen voted 
in opposition. 

All three of our representatives were 
recorded with a majority of the House 
last Friday when the hill relative to 
use of handcuffs on female prisoners 
was defeated by n narrow margin. 

One of the interesting hills which 
will soon come up for debate is that 
relative to the milk situation in this 
state. Dr. McLaughlin, the Health 
Commissioner, after consultation with 
representatives of the producers and 
with the hoards of health, has pre- 
sented a bill which is a long step in 
advance of present legislation on this 
subject. The proposed bill gives the 
State Health department the right to 
make regulations for the production 
and handling of milk, subject to ap- 
proval by the Governor’s Council. 
Power is given to provide for a grad- 
ing system, for pasteurization and to 
enforce the rules so made. Dr. Curtis 
chairman of our board of health, has 
been frequently consulted in this mat- 
ter as the Newton Board of Health has 
made an enviable record on the milk 
question during the past few years. 

The commissioners appointed by the 
Supreme Court last year to make the 
usual five year apportionment of the 
expenses of the Metropolitan Park 
district have presented their report, 
under which Newton will probably get 
by with a small saving over the pres- 
ent figures. The commissioners have 
changed the policy of basing the ap- 
portionment principally on valuation, 
and now believe that on account of the 
greatly Increased use of automobiles, 
that population should enter more 
largely into the matter. Three divi- 
sions of the park expenses are covered 
by the report, that for maintenance, 
for boulevards and for Nantasket. 
.Using the expenses of 1915 as a basis, 
the new apportionment ought to re- 
duce this assessment for Newton from 
the $39,055.33 paid last year to $36.- 
868 . 66 . 

The sub committee of the Redis- 
tricting committee has reported a ten- 
tative draft of proposed new senator- 
ial districts and has placed Newton in 
the First Middlesex district with the 
same cities and towns as at present, 
except that Watertown has been trans- 
ferred to the new Brighton-AUston- 
Brookline district. 

Representative Jarvis voted in favor 
of the anti-vaccination Dill which was 
passed yesterday by the House by a 
vote of 127 to 105 Representatives Al- 
len and Weston voting in opposition.

The Observer in the Boston Dost 
had the following to say recently in 
regard to Dr. Van Dyne, a well known 
resident of this city. 

Dr. Oliver Van Dyne of the Back 
Bay. a leading specialist in Nervous 
diseases, tells me of interesting inci- 
dents connected with his recent trip 
to English hospitals, where lie lias 
been studying peculiar maladies that 
are being noted among the British 
soldiers. 

He says that scores of officers and 
privates had been coming from the 
front complaining of deafness, blind- 
ness, all kinds of puins. and even car- 
rying apparently paralyzed limbs. Yet 
on medical tests the men were pro- 
nounced sound and well, and many of 
the poor fellows were sent back into 
the trenches. The men were called 
"Malingerers," and were looked oil 
with suspicion. Just as fast as they 
have gone hack the hospitals have 
been filled with others complaining 
of the same troubles. 

Specialists have been summoned, 
and it has been found (hut these men 
are all suffering from "nervous 
breakdowns.” 

'I'll us even the noise of shrieking 
shells and the confusion and din of 
battle is reaping its share of the har- 
vest in the invalid casualties, as well 
as bullets and shrapnel wounds, ac- 
cording t o the Boston phys ician.

NEW TON FREE LIBRARY 


The library has placed on exhibit in 
its entrance hall a loan collection of 
ctcliings from the Chicago Society ol 
Etchers. This society was organized 
in 1910 nnd it is international in 
scope, the name merely indicating its 
place of origin and the location of its 
headquarters. Its active members are 
now found in many of the states; also 
in Canada. Italy. France, England, 
Germany and Japan. The etchings in 
this exhibit consist largely of prints 
that have appeared in the annual ex- 
hibition. 

Among the etchers whose prints are

du Bassin. Boulogne; Jacques Reich 
exhibits his Benjamin Franklin, 
which is the largest of the etchings;

Paul Welsch "Port St. Nicolas”; M. 
Paul Roche "A Study" and "The Sen- 
tinel"; David T. Workman "Durham 
Bridge”; T: It.

A joint conference of the Literature 
and Education departments of the 
State Federation of more than 
passing inerest was held on Tuesday 
afternoon in the Lecture Hall of the 
Boston Public Library. Mrs. True 
Worthy White, chairman of the Liter- 
ature department, was in the chair 
and voiced her own change in attitude 
toward moving pictures, which was 
the subject chosen for consideration. 
Shj had feared that the photo play 
was taking the people away from the 
written word, but in her investigations 
she had found that they are in many 
cases sending the audience back to 
the books, either to refresh their mem- 
ory or for the first reading of them. 
She stated that the conference had 
been arranged because we need to in- 
form ourselves about the situation 
from many points of view. 

Dr. Hugo Alunsterberg of Harvard 
was the first speaker and his topic, 

Hie Aesthetic Value of Moving Pic 
tures.” The speaker owned to having 
had a previous prejudice against the 
whole thing, but after having attend- 
ed a show* in Chicago about a year 
and half ago, he had decided to study 
tlie situation and see for himself what 
it is about the movies t hat leads 3 - 
000,000,000 people to pay entrance to 
these shows in a single year. He vis- 
ited various houses practically every 
afternoon during the past summer, 
not tor his own enjoyment, for he 
lound them mostly very tiresome and 
oftentimes disgusting, hut to discove 
tlie psychological effect upon those 
wlio attend. His conclusions have led 
him to assert that the movies are 
more than a cheap representation of 
the drama, that they are a new form 
of art, which has been produced by 
our civilization. Every work of art 
s perfectly complete in itself and 
helps us to detach ourselves from life. 
Space, time and eusuallty are elimin- 
ated. In the photo-play time and 
spaces have lost all their meuning and 
the relation or cause and effect have 
disappeared. Eacli form of art needs 
a genius of a special kind and Prof. 
Alunsterberg predicted that the photo- 
play will in the course of time have 
its Shakespeake. Its future depends 
upon its independence from otliu 
forms of art. Then the way will be 
clear, prejudices removed and it can 
be lifted from the vulgarity in which 
most of it is at tlie present day. 

Mrs. Alice M Carroll, whose busi- 
ness is to select moving pictures, 
pointed out the great possibility of 
their educational value in ways some- 
what unsuspected, such as through 
tlie Illustration of native industries, 
und asserted that t he moving pictures 
can he as educational as the schools 
or tlie newspapers. New England, 
she stated, is far behind other parts 
of the country in the use or educa- 
tional pictures She urged the club 
women to ask the local picture house 
to put on at least one educational 
rcul u week.

IN CANNING SEASON 


8ECRET OF SUCCESS IN “PUT . .NG 
UP” SUPPLIES. 


Absolute Sterilization Must Be Ob- 
tained — Best and Easiest Methods 
of Getting the Best Results 
From Fruit That Is Used. 

If anybody ap/ireciates the kindness 
of Mother Nature It Is the practical 
housekeeper. This Is especially true 
In summertime when by her bountiful 
store of fruits and vegetables she in- 
creases the housekeeper’s store at lit- 
tle cost and contributes much to re- 
duce her labor. 

There ar$ several methods of can- 
ning, and the secret of success in each 
Is absolute sterilization. The beBt 
and easiest methods of canning are 
cooking the fruits in jars in an oven; 
cooking the fruits in jars in a steamer 
or in boiling water, and Rtewing the 
fruit before it is put info the Jars. 

Glass is the most satisfactory jar to 
use in canning. Glass jars are becom- 
ing so universally in favor that they 
ore taking the place of tin cans for 
everything; even for tomatoes. They 
are more economical than tin, for al- 
though the glass costs more in the be- 
ginning. it lasts and can be used over 
and over again. While there are many 
kinds of jars, the preference should 
usually be given to those with wide 
mouths. In canning fruits or jelly 
it Is important that the fruits or ber- 
ries should not be over-ripe. Fruit 
for canning should he fresh, solid and 
not over-ripe. If over-ripe some of 
the spores may survive the boiling 
and fermentation takes place in a 
short time. In preparing the fruit 
remove all stems, then peel with a 
silver knife, core or remove the seeds 
or pits as the case may he. Peaches, 
pears or apples may be kept from dis- 
coloring if they are dropped as they 
are pared into cold water to which a 
little vinegar or lemon juice may be 
added. 

Canned Pears. — Twenty-four Bartlett 
pears, eight cupfuls water, two cup- 
fuls sugar. 

Bartlett pears are the best for can- 
ning. Put the watei and sugar into 
a preserving kettle. Let the sirup come 
to boiling point and skim off the froth 
If any rises. While the sirup is heat- 
ing carefully halve, peel and core the 
pears, being careful not to use those 
that are over-ripe or imperfectly 
shaped. 

Drop pieces into a basin of cold 
water until all are pared. Put the 
halved pears into the boiling sirup, 
but do not stir. Take a large roasting 
pan with handles and place in it as 
many sterilized canning jars as it will 
hold. Pour some tepid water In the 
pan to a depth of about two Inches, 
and place the pan on the side of the 
stove. The water will get hot and keep 
the jars warm. Sterilize the rubber 
rings and covers. By this time the 
fruit will be boiling. When the pears 
commence to lose their hard whiteness 
they are ready to take off. Lift out 
pieces separately with a spoon and put 
them into the hot jars. Fill jars and 
cover with the sirup; fill even with 
the top, put the rings and covers on 
and screw* tight. 


For Cream Dressings. 

All white or cream dressings are 
made by blending the butter with the 
flour, then stirring it rapidly into the 
boiling milk. Use white pepper when 
making the dressing and boil it in a 
double boiler. Keep It warm, and thin 
with cream if too stiff when done, or 
fold in the white of egg, whipped to a 
stiff froth. 

A teaspoonful of vinegar to a quart 
of flour if added with the ice water, 
gives the much-desired flaky appear- 
ance to fruit pies. 


Tomato Pickle. 

Six pounds of green tomatoes, if 
very large, cut in pieces. Put them Into 
strong brine for 24 hours, drain them 
very dry. Put them in a stewing pan, 
cover with vinegar to which hus been 
added one pound of sugar, one-quarter 
pound long pepper, one-quarter pound 
allspice, one-quarter pound cloves and 
one-quarter pound cinnamon. Simmer 
till tender, but do not let them boil. 


German Potato Kloesse. 

One pint mashed potatoes, mixed in 
two beaten eggs, one pint of flour, one 
even tablespoonful of salt. Form into 
small flat cakes (same as flshhalls), 
cook in boiling water about ten min- 
utes. When first put in kettle, stir 
around until they rise to the top of 
water. Very nice with roast of veal 
oi any nice brown gravy. Good 
W’armed over in butter, cut up. 


Stale Bread Fritters. 

Cut the bread in slices, about a third 
of an inch thick, fry in fut, from which 
a faint bluisii smoke is rising, and when 
each piece is fried on one Bide turn 
it over uud spread the browned side 
with marmalade or jam. When cooked, 
lift out and sprinkle with cutter sugar 
mixed with a little cinnamon. 

Fruit Fluff. 

To every pint of chopped peach, ba- 
nana or pineapple allow one pint of 
water, six eggs and one pound of su- 
gar; beat eggs until light . then add 
other ingredients and cook until thick 
as custard Struin, set dish in pan of 
cold water and neat until cold. Freeze 
and serve with a sirup like u sundae 


Chocolate Rice. 

One eupful of rice boiled until ten- 
der. Muke a sirup of one eupful sugar, 
one square chocolate; pour over rice 
uud stir. Put in a mold to cool and 
serve with whipped creum. 


\RV V NCING ( (ISI S TO NEWS- 

PApBk9 

Most newspaper readers may won- 
der what blankets, muslin, felt, rub 
her shoes, glycerine, paper and other 
Items that are handy things to have 
about the house have to do with the 
mechanical end of a newspaper, hut 
as to the cost of the articles and other 
items too many to ni“nt.ion continues 
to climb day by day proprietors are 
wondering when the boosting of news- 
paper expenses is going to stop. 

Since the momentous August, of 
1914 t. specially during the past six 
months- -products essential to the pub- 
lication of newspapers have Jumped 
.in price all the way from 10 or 15 to 
3000 and more per cent. 

War, directly or Indirectly. Is given 
as the reason for the enormous in- 
crease in the publisher’s bills. And 
as war seems likely to continue for 
some time, so too the market, sky- 
rocketing promises to go to heights 
even beyond the present astounding 
prices. Nowadays it is next to im- 
possible to obtain market quotations 
for even so short a time ahead as 
“next week.” 

It should be remembered also that 
concrete Instances of the high cost of 
publishing given here are the lowest, 
prices obtainable, because the pub- 
lisher buys in large hulk. He cannot 
cut in quantity — in fact, war and ru- 
mors of more war mean the printing 
of papers far in excess of the output 
of normal times, which is one. merely 
one, item of war time increase in ex- 
penses that the thoughtless and un- 
informed overlook when uttering the 
fallacy so often heard, “the newspa- 
pers want war.’’ And the publisher 
does not cut in quality of material. 

Before the war. to begin with, the 
important item of tons upon tons of 
metal used by the stereotyping and 
linotyping departments in a great 
metropolitan daily newspaper plant, 
the metal, which Is a composition of 
lead, tin and antimony, cost SY cents 
a pound. A w’eek ago it cost 12'/, 
cents during the forenoon. In the 
afternoon the cost was 13 cents. A 
few days later last week it was boost- 
ed to 13 .V 4 cents a pound. And so the 
kiting goes on. the increase in cost 
alone amounting to thousands of dol- 
lars a year. 

The various editions of newspapers 
cannot, to use a shop expression, be 
“put to bed" without blankets any 
more than human beings can. And 
the newspaper press must have the 
blankets in Summer as well as in 
Winter— rubber blankets that are 
wrapped around the press rollers first, 
felt blankets wound around on top \>f 
the rubber blankets and clean muslin 
bandaging covering rubber and felt, 
this padding being necessary directly 
under the fast-moving paper if clean 
printing is to obtain. Also quantities 
of the ordinary army blankets must 
be bought and cut into given sizes 
for the stereotypers’ use. 

The. rubber and heavy felt blanket- 
ing. however, has been jumped at least 
15 per cent. The cost of the army 
blankets has gone up 20 per cent, the 
quality of the army blankets at the 
same time going down. 

Press rollers, which are made 
largely of glue, glycerine and molas- 
ses, have gone up, so manufacturers 
notified the consumers last week. 18 
per cent. Glycerine — and the quality 
used in newspaper plants is not the 
pure white glycerine one buys in drug 
stores, but a quality less refined — has 
taken one’ flying leap from an ante- 
bellum price of 19 cents a pound to 
54 cents. 

Paper mills that not so long ago 
were selling by the tons are now fill- 
ing orders for pounds. Rags, which 
are being bought up by the powder 
manufacturers eagerly and are need- 
ed also by paper manufacturers in a 
cleaned and more or loss sterilized 
form, are a necessity in the mechani- 
cal departments of newspapers. The 
price of rags has jumped just 100 per 
cent, or from three cents a pound to 
six cents. Writing paper is an im- 
portant item in a publisher’s paper 
hill, and it is worth noting that this 
item has gone up 25 per cent. 

But it is when the consumer of any- 
thing having to do with dyes or any 
other department of the chemical sec- 
tion of printing and photographic re- 
production goes out with his shopping 
list that his hair turns gray. Metol, 
which the art department of a paper 
cannot get along without, cost $4 a 
pound before the war. Now it costs 
$50 a pound. Increases of 1000 or 
3000 per cent, and more loom up all 
over the chemical section of the print- 
ing plant. 

As an ink manufacturer explained 
a day or two ago, the acids and dyes 
and everything else used in the col- 
ored inks especially have exploded 
from 300 to 3000 per cent in a jiffy, 
once the imports from Germany had 
been blocked. Blues that cost 5S cents 
before the war now cost $14 and $15 a 
pound, with increases in yellows also 
all the way up to 3000 per cent. And 
what is more of moment, the manu- 
facturers of inks fear that prospects 
of tilling demands in the future look 
doubtful. 

Inks for Sunday lithograph sections 
have more than doubled in price, with 
an increase on every quotation for in- 
taglio section inks going on steadily. 
Even tin* common black inks are af- 
fected because the rubber manufac- 
turers are corruling us much of tin* 
carbon as they can and using it iu 
place of zinc and lead, a detail which 
will account for the preponderance of 
rubber goods having a black cast, 
which shoppers soon will find ou the 
market in place of the white cast 
rubber they've been accustomed to see 
in the shops. 

Type founders have increased prices 
20 per cent, and no let up in the noon- 
ing in sight. Gum arable, necessary 
in the making of matrices in printing 
plants, has jumped 100 per cent. And 
wrapping paper, used in the circula- 
tion departments by the tons, costs 
twice as much as it did before the 
war, with wrapping rope of sisal from 
Yucatan and jute wrapping ropes and 
twines from Calcutta now selling at 
an increase almost as great. AY ir 
York Sun.

Frederick Bagley, the ch|iirman of 
the meeting, explained that while in 
Equal Suffrage States the Congression- 
al Representatives come before the 
women and speak for themselves, in 
Massachusetts the women must be 
contented with seeing their represen- 
tatives by photographer and forming 
a mental picture, as recorded by 
Others. Miss Allen dwelt especially 
on the genial qualities, kindly tem- 
perament and untiring energy of Sen- 
ator Weeks, with an added brief 
sketch of his political career. Miss 
Allen’s remarks were received with 
applause und evident satisfaction.

cause n loss in taxable property to the 
city. It will bring a loss desirable 
class of tenants. Mr. Cannon said that 
there was no necessity to establish 
public garages on public streets. They 
should ho isolated in back streets and 
away from residents and lie urged t ho 
board to prevent such cancerous 
growths in the city. 

Mr. H. S. Rich said ho had lived in 
tills vicinity for 19 years and had no 
personal feeling whatever towards Mr. 
Hawkins, who now 1ms a small gar- 
age for two cars, the approach to 
which was littered with lumber, brick, 
shingles and general disorder. He 
suggested that a larger garage might 
Increase this nuisance. He called at- 
tention to the fact that one house 
would he but 7 feet away from the gar- 
age and a fire might have serious con- 
sequences. The plans called for a 
number of doors opening into Pearl 
street and this use would endanger 
those passing on the sidewalk. Mr. J. 
R. Learned said lie circulated the pe- 
tition and found everyone ready to 
sign it. The board should consider the 
future and said that plans had been 
made to connect Pearl and Jefferson 
streets with the new Charles River 
boulevard and this would moan a 
greatly increased traffic. He urged the 
board to take a personal view of the 
place. Miss Maher said they had just 
built a new house directly opposite 
and also own other houses nearby. 
They wanted protection as a garage 
would depreciate values. She called 
attention to the use of tills street by 
many children on their way to the 
Opera House and w ho would be in dan- 
ger from the use of this garage. Dr. 
J. R. McLaughlin said he had proper- 
ty valued at $S000 within 60 feet of 
the proposed garage and he had seen 
Pearl street grow from a mudhole to 
a very respectable street. There was 
a large amount of traffic in the street 
and as there was no race suicide in 
the neighborhood, the children should 
be considered. He thought it hazard- 
ous to erect a garage for 12 cars and 
that it would be a fire risk and a nui- 
sance. Mrs. Margaret Mahoney said 
her tenants had given her notice they 
would leave if this garage was built 
and she thought the Buildings Com- 
missioner ought to be removed from 
office for allowing any such building 
to be erected. 

Mr. Charles B. Lentell was interest- 
ed in the house adjoining Mr. Hawkins 
valued between $5000 and $6000 and he 
would sell it at $1000 less than the val- 
uation if this garage was built. Dr. 
T. M. Gallagher also objected and said 
if the garage was built he would ask 
for a permit to build horsesheds for 
the Allies. Mr. C. M. Veinot said this 
location was one of the best in the 
city, near the town and yet very quiet 
and settled with a good class of people 
and that the garage would depreciate 
property. 

Mr. R. G. Kilduff for Mr. Hawkins 
said that persons aggrieved had an ap- 
peal to the Fire Prevention Commis- 
sioner, who had delegated certain pow- 
ers to the aldermen for convenience 
only. He read certain regulations of 
the Fire Prevention Commission and 
said that Mr. Hawkins plans fully 
complied with the terms and spirit ot 
the law. Each section of this struc- 
ture would be a private building, to be 
rented by the month or longer and Mr. 
Hawkins will not control the use. 
There is no petition to keep gasolene 
and as Mr. Hawkins already has his 
building permit the remonstrants must 
bear the burden of proof. The prem- 
ises are now occupied by an old dilap- 
idated house and the garage cannot 
help but be an improvement over pres- 
ent conditions. Mr. Kilduff failed to 
see that this was such a valuable part 
of the city as represented and said 
that there were always some people 
who opposed everything. Mr. Hawkins 
would put up a good looking building, 
keep within the law, there w’ould be 
no hangers on or sale of gasolene as 
at a public garage, and the doors 
would not be kept open Mr. Kilduff 
complained of the condition of Dr. Mc- 
Laughlin's premises and to threats 
made by Mr. Lentell about selling his 
own property to Italians. Mr. Haw- 
kins said lie was not a very stubborn 
man and did not know of the neigh- 
borhood opposition until recently. He 
liad an old house which it would not 
pay to repair and wanted to get some 
return from his property. 

At the dose of the hearing President 
Blanchard stated that as the hoard 
had no jurisdiction in this matter it 
would lie on the table. An echo of 
the matter came up later in the meet- 
when Alderman Murphy presented an 
amendment to the Building Code pro- 
viding that building permits for gar 
ages containing three cars or more 
should he approved by the hoard o, 
tide: men. Mr. Murphy said lie under- 
itood that several similar garages 
were contemplated and wanted the

The department was in a 
very satisfactory condition, having a 
plant valued at $2,250,000 and a net 
debt of only $450,000, with large pay- 
ments on bonds due within the next 
few years, and which would further 
reduce the annual charge for Interest. 
The proposed change would affect the 
1917 revenue about $7,000 or $8,000 
and would ultimately reduce the reve- 
nue on present consumption basis be- 
tween $13,000 and $16,000. Newton 
rates are much higher than the aver- 
age of the state, the city standing 
fourth from the highest and there was 
no good reason why the surplus ought 
not to be retained by the consumers. 
In addition. Mr. Harriman called at- 
tention to the fact that all the city 
departments now havd water furnish- 
ed them without cost, altho correct 
bookkeeping ought tp charge them 
with the amount used. 

An order accepting $500 in trust for 
perpetual care of the burial lot of Or- 
lando H. Davenport in the Winchester 
Street Cemetery was adopted after 
considerable debate. Alderman Wins- 
low said that the lot was 18 x 20 and 
that this was the first fund of its kind 
and would create a precedent. As the 
city had to keep the cemetery in or- 
anyway. Dr. Winslow favored the 
acceptance of the fund, the conditions 
having been modified by the commit- 
tee so that the city would not be ob- 
ligated to expend more than the an- 
nual income. 

Alderman Price doubted if it would 
be good business to agree to all the 
conditions imposed and thought con- 
siderable expense might be involved 
in repairing the Iron fence and keep- 
ing up the headstones. Alderman Al- 
len thought it a question as to the ad- 
visability of loading up the city with 
trust funds of this kind. Perpetuul 
care, he said, was a long time and tlie 
cit.v might be entangled by the condi- 
tions in the future, especially if this 
land should ever be abandoned as a 
cemetery. Alderman Cobb favored 
the order as he had relatives buried 
in the cemetery and said he would like 
to have perpetual care of their lots. 
Alderman Winslow thought it the 
duty of owners of cemeteries to ac- 
cept funds of this nature. Alderman 
Clement thought that t lie lawyers 200 
years hence might light over a fund 
as small as this, especially if Win- 
chester street became as thickly set- 
tled as some parts of Boston. Alder 
man Cobb thought these matters could 
be safely left to the courts and the or- 
was Passed, with four. Aldermen 
them if necessary. Aldermen Wins- 1 Allen, Angler, Clement and Fitts vot- 


low, and Cobb said it was too impor 
taut a matter to act upon hastily and 
objected to suspending the rule for 
immediate action. Aldermen Priee and 
McCarthy favored the amendment as 
defining the question of Public or pri- 
vate garage and as simplifying mat- 
ters. Suspension of the rules was re- 
fused by a vote of 11 in favor to 9 op- 
posed, a three fourths favorable vote 
being necessary and the matter went 
to the committee for consideration. 

Hearings were also held on petition 
of the M. & B St. Rwy. Co. for 2 poles 
on Washington street and for permis- 
sion to take over the abandoned poles 
of tiie Telephone Company on the 
lame street, on petitions of Hie Edison 
and Telephone Cos. for joint poles on 
Chester street and Lake terrace and 
on taking land for sewer in William 
street, at which no one appeared.

DEATH OF MRS. BAILEY 

Prominent in Social and Club Life in 
this City 

Mrs. Alvin R. Bailey, for many years 
prominent In church and social cir- 
cles in Newton and widely known from 
her activities in women’s clubs and 
patriotic organizations, died suddenly 
last Saturday morning. March 25, at 
her home, 13 Richardson street. She 
had never fully recovered from a ser- 
ious illness Inst summer, although able 
to be among her friends and to at- 
tend to many of her usual activities 
until the last week of her life. 

Not only was Mrs. Bailey held in 
affectionate regard by a wide circle of 
her fellow townspeople, Hut she was 
as well one of Boston’s most loved 
and popular club women, and her 
passing on has been a great shock to 
many friends throughout the United 
States. Mrs. Bailey before marriage 
was Anna Leland, daughter of John 
Murray and Sophronia Page (Savage) 
Iceland. She was born in Somerville 
and was a thorough New Englander 
through eight generations of paternal 
ancestry, the Lelands being among the 
pioneer families of Middlesex county. 

Educated in the public schools of 
Somerville, she was one of the two 
girls who w’ere the first to take full 
classical course at the Somerville 
high school. It w’as her purpose to 
attend college, but fate beckoned in 
another direction and chc accepted a 
position as teacher in the public 
schools of her native town, soon be- 
coming principal of the school. Later 
she was called to Cambridge, where 
she taught until her marriage in 1884 
to Mr. Alvin Richards Bailey, then of 
Somerville. In addition to her regu- 
lar w’ork as teacher she had classes 
in French, German, art, literature, 
elocution and physical culture. Her 
natural gifts w’ere enhanced and 
broadened by travel during the vaca- 
tions and later in life she took many

Tho present week has been a most 
interesting one on Beacon Hill, espe- 
cially for many residents of this city. 
The liquor transportation bill, which 
is near to the hearts of many of our 
good citizens, was warmly debated on 
Wednesday, adverse amendments vot- 
ed down and passed by the House by 
a substantial majority. 

The preferential voting hill for this 
city which it is hoped will correct tne 
obnoxious condition created at our 
last municipal primary and inciden- 
tally save this city about $1000 in el- 
ection expenses, was pnssed by the 
House to a second reading on Tuesday 
after a debate in which Representa 
tives Allen and Weston took part. The 
hill was opposed solely on the ground 
that it might prove a dangerous ex- 
periment to attempt, even if residents 
of Newton wanted to try the new 
method. 

A hearing was given on Tuesday by 
Mercantile Affairs on a hill proposed 
by n commission appointed soon after 
the Peabody school house fire, and 
which proposed radical changes in 
both private and public school houses. 
The hill was so extreme that it would 
even require a spriUKier system to he 
installed over a swimming tank. The 
committee later referred the matter 
to the next General Court. 

The committee on Metropolitan Af- 
fairs has reported a hill by a majority 
of one. to allow the Billy Sunday Com- 
mittee to erect a tabernacle for the 
coming meetings next fall, without 
full compliance with the Boston Build- 
ing laws. The progress of this hill 
will he watched with interest, as Mr. 
Allan C. Emery of this city is chair- 
man of tho Sunday committee. 

In the House on Mondnv. Represen- 
tative Jarvis again voted in favor of 
the anti-vaccination hill, with Repre- 
sentatives Allen and Weston voting in 
opposition. Engrossment of the hill 
was refused. 

The attempt on Tuesday in the Sen- 
ate to reconsider the rejection of the 
constitutional amendment to strike 
out the word ‘‘proportional” in the 
constitution failed by a narrow mar- 
gin. and this important step in the 
efforts to improve our archaic taxa- 
tion system is postponed for at least 
two years. The passage of this hill 
this year by the Senate would have 
allowed the question to be put before 
the people at the next state election. 
Its defeat means that the whole mat- 
ter must begin again at the beginning 
and be favored by two legislatures 
before the people can act. 

The committee on election laws has 
reported a bill to restore the form of 
party enrolment which was in force 
a few years ago. The bill requires 
acceptance by the people at the state 
election.

Death Occurs at Washington 
on the Way Home

CONTEST NEARLY OVER 

Last Publication ol the Vote Exhibit Given Today 
A Sensational Finish Is Certain 


FrlendR in* this city wore greatly 
shocked to learn on Tuesday morning 
of the death in Washington the previ- 
ous evening of Mr. John Hopewell, of 
Waverlej avenue, one of t h »> moat 
prominent citizens of this city. Mr. 
Hopewell, who has been travelling in 
the South for the past few weeks with 
his wife and daughter reached Wash- 1 
tngton about ten days ago and was 

taken ill at his hotel with a slight 
shock, .lie improved so rapidly, how- 
ever. that it was thought there was no 
serious danger, altho members of his 
family went on to he with him. 

Mr. Hopewell was horn in Green- 
field, Mass.. February 2. 1846, the son 
of John and Catherine Hopewell. He 
was educated in the district school 
and at a business college and in 1868 
became a salesman for L. C. Chase & 
Co. of Sanford. Me., manufacturers of 
plushes and robes. In 1885 he was the 
senior member of the firm and later 
when it became incorporated, was its 
president. Mr. Hopewell was also a 
director of the Sanford Mills and of 
the First National Bank of Boston. 
He resided for many years in Cam- 
bridge where he was an influential 
factor in the business, political and 
socinl life. He was a representative 
in the General Court lit 1892, a dele- 
gate to the National Republican Con- 
vention in 1896, served as president 
of the Cambridge Board of Trade, and 
as a delegate to the National Board 
of Trade for four years. He was a 
member of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, the Algonquin. Boston Art 
and B. A. A. of Boston, one of the or- 
ganizers and vice-president of the 
Home Market Club, an ex-president of 
the Colonial Club of Cambridge and of 
the Hunnewell Club of Newton, one of 
the managers of the Protective Tariff 
League of New York, a member of the 
Brae Burn Country Club and of Hamp- 
den Imdge of Masons of Springfield. 

He is survived hv a widow, who was 
Miss Sarah W. Blake, and five chil- 
dren. Messrs. Charles F.. Frank B., and 
Henry C. Hopewell and Mrs. C. M. 
Casselberry of Brookline and Mrs. C. 
C. Colby of Newton. 

The funeral services will he held on 
Monday at 1 o'clock at his late resi- 
dence 272 AVaVerley avenue. Newton.

FAVORS GRADING OF MILK 

Dr .Charles H. Hood, president of 
the H. P. Hood Sons Co. gave an ad- 
dress this week before the Rotary 
Club of Boston in which he favors 
some form of grading milk. He said 
in part — 

"Milk, like eggs and apples, should 
he graded, and with Uie grading wil 1 
come education of the people for buy- 
ing milk on a basis of quality. I be- 
lieve there should he three grades of 
milk namely, certified milk, produced 
at great expense and sold in small 
amount, and two grades, A. B.. both 
pasteurized but differing in sanitary 
quality and nutritive value, for the 
general supply. The grading would 
begin at the farm and end with the 
dealers who distribute to the con- 
sumer. 

“The New England farmer has bit* 
few cows, and that is one reason wh> 
he receives a higher price for his pro- 
duct than the farmer supplying other 
large cities in the country. We have 
tried to encourage him by offering 
cash premiums for cleanliness of milk 
production which are costing us more 
than $40,000 a year. 

‘‘Much emphasis, of late, has been 
laid on the possibilities o f shortening 
the route from producer to consumer 
in order to diminish the cost. It looks 
as if the process of milk distribution 
were receiving an abnormal share o r 
the profits of t lie business. We fail to 
consider how much labor, forethought, 
energy, equipment and money is ac- 
tually engaged in the process of mar- 
keting and distribution. 

“While something may he done to 
eliminate some of the factors in the 
distribution of nan-perishable food 
products, the problem of supplying 
pure, safe milk does not admit of the 
product passing through too many 
hands. It is wholly beyond the limits 
of practicability to establish a city 
milk business on a direct from pro- 
ducer to consumer route, such its ob- 
tains in the village or small city. 

"The most feasible, adaptable, suc- 
cessful and safest way to protect a 
city's milk supply is through perfect 
pasteurization. There can be no ques 
tion but that a pure, fresh supply, 
drawn from healthy animals and de- 
livered promtply to the consumer, is 
an excellent food product. But these 
conditions entail an obligation which 
it is impossible to fulfill with any sup- 
ply. Therefore, all milk should be 
perfectly pasteurized."

CITY HALL 

Mayor Childs has reappointed Mr. 
William C. Brewer of Newton Center 
to the playground commission for a 
term of three years. Mr. Brewer hns 
been a members of the commission 
since it was formed three years ago. 
and since that time has served as its 
chairman. This appointment is one of 
the few that does not have to go be- 
fore the Aldermen for confirmation. 

A conference was held Wednesday 
morning in the office of Mayor Childs 
between the Board of Selectmen of 
Wellesley. Chief Doyle of the Welles- 
ley Fire Department and Chief W. B.

MAYOR CHILDS INVITED 

Ex-President William H. Taft has 
asked Mayor E. O. Childs, it was an- 
nounced yesterday, to represent this 
city at the first national annual as- 
semblage of the League to Enforce 
Peace to be held at Washington on 
Friday and Saturday. May 26 and 27. 
Mr. Taft is President of the League. 

The League to enforce Pence hns a 
platform of four proposals, the main 
feature of which is contained in the 
third which provides that the joint 
armed forces of the great powers be 
used against any nation or tuitions who 
refuse to keep an agreement to try ar- 
bitration or conciliation before going 
to war. The other three pioposais are 
for an international court, an interna- 
tional council of conciliation, ami a 
code of international law. 

Mr. Taft’s letter inviting the Mayor 
to be present at the Washington con- 
ference, also asks him to appoint dele- 
gates thereto, and points out that the 
t ait league is "no-stop-the-war move- 
ment, no anti-preparedness movement, 
no peace-at-any-price endeavor,” hut 
"an earnest effort by practical men to 
bring about, after the close of the Eu- 
ropean war, a co-operation among the 
nations which will tend to make peace 
mi re permanent and war loss prob 
able." Mr. Taft’s letter is as follows: 
“My dear Sir: —

Local Happenings 


Cuest Night of the Waban Women’s 
Club was ooserved on Friday, March 
24, when Shailer Mathews of Chica- 
go gave a lecture upon “The United 
States ami the Asiatic S.tuation.” Dr. 
Mathews claimed that history is ac 
tually made by machinery and means 
of transportation. His lecture dealt 
largely with the history of China and 
Japan from the time of Commodore 
Perry’s mission to the latter country 
in 1853. Although China had been a 
great nation while Rome was still 
in its youth, up to this time it had 
been practically unaffected by Euro- 
pean nations except for the establish- 
ment of a few trading posts while 
there had been no foreigners In Japan 
except a few Roman Catholic mis- 
sionaries in earlier days, and at that 
time there was only a small colony of 
Dutch traders on an island in the Bay 
of Nagasaki. In fact, Japan was so 
closed that there was a death penal- 
ty for leaving the country. With the 
coming of Perry began a new epoch 
in the history of the far East. The 
United States became representative 
of the big brothers among the na- 
tions while Harris Townsend who 
represented this country and served 
with practically no instructions for 
four years, furnished the brains to 
withstand the aggression of European 
nations. During our Civil War the 
United States hired a Dutcli warship 
and after one day’s bombardment four 
nations secured from Japan several 
million dollars of indemnity the Unit- 
ed States receiving as its share $S0U.- 
0U0; which was later paid back. Such 
events as this served to prepare Japan 
for future intercourse with foreign 
nations and among other changes she 
remodeled her army on German meth- 
ods, hut it was not until 1894 that the 
world awoke to the fact that she had 
become a more powerful nation than 
China. in the meantime geologists 
had been gradually discovering the vast 
natural resources of the latter coun- 
try and various European nations 
were securing valuable concessions, 
not only in Mongolian Manchuria, but 
on the coast as well, until they con- 
trolled nearly the whole coast of 
China, with ports and river-mouths 
und ull means of communication. 
Such conditions led to loss of faith 
and a movement like the Boxer upris- 
ing came as a logical result. Various 
well known international complica- 
tions terminated in the war between 
Japan and Russia at the conclusion o 
which Japan was conceded one of the 
great military powers. Dr. Mathews 
feels that China is one of the critical 
points in the Asiatic situation at the 
present time and that Japan’s desire 
to he treated without discrimination 
is a perfectly legitimate one. Trade 
01 the United Stutes is now one-third 
tlie total trade of Japan, which also 
aspires to control the trade of China. 
Tlie United Slates naturally wishes 
better commercial relations with 
ciiinu and must compete with the llo- 
tillu of merchant vessels which Japan 
is assembling. In conclusion Dr. 
Mathews expressed the hope that Hie 
delicate situations which necessarily 
a he in our intercourse witli these, 
our eastern neighbors, may be so ad- 
justed that the amicable relations 
which ull profess to desire may con- 


tinue to oxlRt and that constructive 
RtatPRmauflhlp may Jtring Into effort a 
new epoch of even hotter faith and 
understanding. 

Following the lecture an Informal 
reception was hold In the vestry of 
the church.

1 Newhall then gave two charming 
songs entitled "Phyllis has such 
charming graces" and "Ah! Isa Belle 
Monotte," and Miss (Mara Frost ren- 
dered in a very pleasing manner a 
selection from Rubinstein. Mr. 
Charles Swain Thomas of the Newton 
High School was then introduced, his 
subject being "Shnkespeare, the Man 
and Poet." He said it would be very 
I difficult this year, when the maga- 
zines and newspapers were flooded 
with Shakesperenn articles, to present 
anything new on tlie subject, however, 
he felt that he had something new- as 
his own personal impressions had 
never before been given to tlie public. 
He spoke of the wonderful impression 
made upon him when ns a mere boy 
lie took n part in the play of "Julius 
ao ii . Although not a leading part 
he being one of the "mob" he remem- 
bered distinctly tlie impression of 
Shakespeare’s great power produced 
upon him at that time by the speeches 
of Antony. 

At the time of the Elizabethan per- 
iod of literature the drama xvas the 
nnurnl exponent of the people and it 
was a most wonderful medium for 
Shakespeare’s genius. Mr. Thomas 
compared Shakespeare w-itli other 
leading teachers of the world and re- 
minded us of what Charles Limb said, 
"Should Shakespeare return to earth 
and enter a room where a company 
was assembled all would rise, while if 
Christ should return all would kneel." 
He compared Shakespeare with 
Browning and Dante, Browning being 
almost as universal as Shakespeare, 
while Dante was not nearly ns uni- 
versal or Impartial. Almost all writ- 
ers present rather a narrow view of 
life as nearly all have some thesis 
they are trying to support and are 
necessarily limited in their outlook, 
while Shakespeare is not confined by 
any limitations or conventions. In 
omy one pmy that of “The Tempest" 
did Shakespeare conform to the throe 
unities of the drama, that of time, 
nlnce and action. He spoke of Shakes- 
peare’s wonderful sympathy and al- 
though we could not admire all of the 
characters we could feel indignant 
with only a few. We had sympathy 
for Shylock and Lady Macbeth al- 
though it was hard to feel any for 
Goneril and Regan. The reason for 
Shakespeare’s literary appeal was that 
his ear, eye, heart and spirit respond- 
| ed to nature. He caught the melody 
I of the brooks and breezes and wove 
| them into the rhythm of his verse, 
hut more even than this was his won- 
derful portrayal of human nature. 

I Tlie office of the poet is to teach and 
as he kept his vision clear and his 
, heart pure he is one of the greatest 
of ojr moral teachers. At the close 
of the lecture Miss Newhall gave an- 
I other pleasing song entitled "Hayfield 
I and Butterfield,” and then the presi-

FLAVOR FOR WINTER MENUS I 

Few Things Are Better Than the El- 
derberry — How to Use It to the 
Best Advantage. 

Elderberries are not eaten very 
widely, hut they possess a delightful 
flavor, and the housekeeper with timo 
-and elderberries — on her hands will 
do well to preserve them in several 
different ways, for they will furnish 
an unusual flavor to her winter menus 

Grape and Elderberry Preserve, — 
This Is delicious. To make It allow 
equal quantities of elderberries and 
gTapos and use a grafie with decided, 
even tart, flavor, for the sweetness of 
the elderberry makes up for much 
tartnoss of grape. The grapes must 
bo opened with a very sharp knife 
and the seeds must be removed. Al- 
low as much sugar as the elderberries 
and grapes together weigh. Put the 
fruit in a preserving kettle and barely 
cover with cold water. Bring to the 
boiling point, Bklm and add a fourth 
of the sugar. Bring to the boiling 
point again, add another quarter of 
the sugar and boil for 20 minutes. Re- 
peat until the sugar is all used and 
then boll until a little of the sirup Jel- 
lies on a plate on the ice. 

Pack into jars. Be careful not to 
break the grapes more than is abso- 
lutely necessary in the cooking. 

Elderberry Jelly. — For this use half 
as much wild green grape Juice as 
elderberry Juice. Use a pound of sug- 
ar to each of Juice and cook, skim- 
ming as the sirup simmers, until it 
Jellies when tested on ice. 

Elder Blossom Wine. — Pick from 
the stems enough blossoms to fill a 
quart measure when pressed down; 
add one gallon of cold water and steep 
24 hours. Strain and add four 
pounds of sugar, three sliced lemons 
and one cup of yeast. Set away for 
two weeks, then strain carefully, pour 
into a jug and, after several months, 
bottle. 

Canned Elderberries. — One peck of 
firm, ripe elderberries and one pint of 
strong vinegar, three pounds of brown 
sugar and one quart of molasses. Boil 
all together for five or ten minutes 
and bottle. The elderberries should 
be measured after picking from the 
stems.

SIMPLE PUDDINGS THE BEST 


Housekeepers Are Coming to Appre- 
ciate the Merits of Dishes That 
Are Plain and Inexpensive. 

The American housekeeper is learn- 
ing to appreciate the value of simple 
puddings. She finds them much less 
expensive and more wholesome for 
the daily menu than rich creams and 
other elaborate desserts. 

Puddings of rice and macaroni are 
easily made and inexpensive. Rice is 
a valuable item in the daily dietary 
and a pleasant one if properly cooked. 
Ordinary rice puddings should never 
be made with eggs; the addition of 
eggs turns the pudding into a custard, 
and as a rice pudding needs such long 
cooking the custard becomes hardened. 
Rice needs slow cooking for two and 
a half to three hours. Adding milk 
is an improvement and makes the 
pudding more nourishing. 

Skim milk is often used for 
these puddings, but in this case suet 
or a good piece of butter should be 
put in, as when the cream has been 
taken from the milk it loses in fat and 
nourishment, though it retains much 
of its strengthening properties. Small- 
er grains, such as semolina, fine sago 
and ground rice will cook in a much 
shorter time than rice — about 12 min- 
utes will do. Large sago or tapioca 
takes about 20 minutes. 

A good recipe for rice pudding is 
Four cupfuls milk, one-third cupful 
rice, one-half cupful seeded raisiuB if 
desired, one-third cupful sugar, one- 
half teaspoonful salt. Mix ingredi- 
ents in a baking dish and cook iu a 
very slow over for four or five hours. 
It will be necessary to stir occasion- 
ally to prevent rice and raisins from 
settling to bottom of dish. If raisins 
are not used some flavoring should be 
added. 


EQUAL SUFFRAGE 

Items of Interest to Friends ot the Cause 


With only a single vote In the neg- 
ative, the Whltney-Brereton suffrage 
amendment, providing for a referen- 
dum on woman suffrage in New Y’ork 
In 1917, was reported by the Senate 
Judiciary Committee on Tuesday eve- 
ning. Eleven votes were cast in favor 
of reporting the measure, while Sena- 
tor Brown cast the only vote in the 
negative Senator Newton did not 
vote. 

Commenting editorially on the com- 
mittee’s action, the Tribune says: 

"The vote they (the suffragists) 
polled last fall was large enough to 
deserve for the principle which called 
It forth liberal treatment at the hands 
of any wise body of lawmakers. It is 
certain that there has been no falling 
away from the suffrage standard. It 
is altogether likely that the votes-for- 
women cohorts are stronger numeri- 
cally than they were then. Woman 
suffrage is not to he downed." 

Another victory has been won in 
Canada. The Alberta equal suffrage 
hill has passed its third reading and, 
according to the last news It now 
awaits only the assent of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. Since the suffrage bill 
was a government measure and the 
Lieutenant-Governor is a government 
man, there Is practically no question 
hut that the bill will get the necessary 
signature and become a statute. 

Alberta will thus be the second prov- 
ince in Canada to give the women the 
vote since 1916 came in. Manitoba 
was the first, ^/ith the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s signature for the second, 
both Alberta and Manitoba will have 
full provincial suffrage. 

A “walkless parade” will be the 
Democratic convention in St. Louis. 
Women from every State in the Union 
will stand on guard all day long on 
June 14, and, as the Democratic dele- 
gates come and go from the Jefferson 
Hotel to the Colliseum, they will And 
themselves at all times completely 
surrounded by women in white gowns, 
carrying picturesque yellow parasols, 
and decked with yellow arm-hands, 
sashes, caps, and banners. 

U. S. Senator Lodge was markedly 
courteous to a deputation of the Mass- 
achusetts branch of the Congressional 
Union who called upon him during his 
recent visit to Lynn. He sent a dele- 
gation of members of the Lynn Repub- 
lican Club to meet them at the station 
and escort them to his presence; and 
he made them a polite speech, telling 
them he was much interested in their 
cause, and not mentioning that he was 
opposed to it. Of course, it was need- 
less that he should mention this, as 
everybody knows his attitude on the 
question. 

But his very marked politeness 
is of good augury. He would have 
shown no such conspicuous considera- 
tion to a delegation of suffragists six 
or seven years ago. Why the change? 
Within the last seven years eight 
States of the Union have given women 
the ballot, and two big Canadian prov- 
inces have followed within the past 
few weeks. Senator Lodge, like every 
politician, has his ear to the ground. 
Although suffrage has just been de- 
feated in Massachusetts, he realizes 
that nationally it has grown to be a 
factor of power. 

LECTURE ON “BIRD-WELFARE" 


Poor Man’s Pudding. 

Two quarts of sweet milk, two- 
thirds of -a cupful of whole rice, one 
cupful of sugar, butter the size of a 
walnut, a little salt and grated nutmeg 
or a section of lemon peel. Put all 
together in a huking dish and hake 
until the rice is cooked through. A 
shorter way to make this pudding is 
to boil the rice first. The sweet can 
also bo covered with a meringue fla 
vored with lemon juice if the peel is 
used iu the pudding. 


Pineapple Peel Juice. 

Cut the peel of the pineapple into 
small pieces Weigh and take same 
quantity of sugar. Make a sirup of one 
cupful of water to each pound of Bugur, 
then add pineapple or sirup. Boil 16 
minutes, slow, steady boillug. Let 
stand over night, then strain and 
squeeze in cheesecloth. Bottle and put 
ou ice, or iu a cool place. This makes 
a line pudding suuco and is delicious 
ou boiled rice. 


Mint Cup. 

Into a bowl pour a quart of claret 
aud a bottle of soda water, a wine 
glassful of curucao and enough sugar 
to sweeten. Add a handful of picked 
and bruised mint leaves and two 
pounds of crushed ice. Stir briskly 
and serve. 


Cream Cheese Salad. 

Mash a cake of cream cheese, and 
add to it a few ctsepped walnuts aud 
some chopped chives, also a dash of 
paprika. Make into balls with butter 
puddles, serve ou lettuce leaves with 
French dressing.

In the GRAPHIC for March seven- 
teenth there appeared an article en- 
titled, "Newton Men at Amherst", 
which 1 believe was originally printed 
in the "Newton High School Review.” 
It was very illuminating and very in- 
teresting to hear of the success of re- 
cent graduates who are reflecting glory 
on the High School. However, the ar- 
ticle set me to thinking of the many 
many more both girls and boys who 
never make student councils, who are 
not Invited to join societies, who are 
not on college teams, hut who never- 
theless form the back-bone of the col- 
lege and who show the effect of their 
earlier training quite ns much and as 
creditably as their more fortunate and 
more prominent clnss mates. Do not 
for n minute think Hint I am trying to 
detract from the praise that has come 
to these particular men at Amherst. 
That wns not my purpose. 1 nm sim- 
ply making n plea for the recognition 
of the unprinted nine-tenths who are 
doing their level best to be a credit 
to their Alma Mnter and to their pre- 
paratory school. So-cnlled college 
popularity is an evanescent thing be- 
cause the college Is a little world of Its 
own where the standards are a hit 
different from the harsher more criti- 
cal ones of the outside world ot large. 
The real test of n person it seems to 
me comes after college. 

Be all this ns It may. 1 should like 
to say a few words in praise of the 
training which I received at Newton 
High School. At a recent meeting of 
the Head Mistresses Association held 
in New York City, a college president 
spoke on “The Fault the College has 
to And with the Secondary Schools.” 
His comments I thought applied to the 
primary schools, since it was with 
writing, spelling and arithmetic that 
he found fault. Later on in the eve- 
ning I had a chance to talk with him 
and the first thing lie said was "O you 
girls were well prepared. You came 
from the Newton High School,” and 
this was said before a whole room of 
teachers who represented the best pri- 
vate schools in the country. Incident- 
ally I got only two A’s all the time 
I was in High School. 

In the first place the High School 
building with its long corridors, sunny 
rooms and good pictures was attract- 
ive and it had a friendly feeling about 
It, in short, it was a good background 
for real work. The courses were well 
planned and the organization was effi- 
cient. The college preparatory de- 
partment was excellent and we went 
through our freshman year in college 
with far more ease than many of our 
class mates who found the more ad- 
vanced work very difficult. But above 
and beyond all else, the personalities 
of the teachers stand out in my mind. 
They were real people, those teachers, 
and surely no one could say of them 
"What do they know of learning, who 
only learning know.” They had not 
only collected knowledge but they ap- 
plied it. They were interesting and 
interested and they were willing to 
work late into the afternoon if thereby 
some point could he made clearer. 
They were fair-minded, at least most 
of them, and seemed always willing 
to hear the other side. The years 
spent in High School are important 
character building years and nothing 
could have been finer than the influ- 
ence of these teachers who prepared 
us for life as well as for college. 
Many have left I know hut for what 
they all have done for me and for 
many others I subscribe my sincerest 
and deepest gratitude. May they and 
the Newton High School live long and 
prosper! !

tion by means of a map to the tre- 
mendous stretch of territory occupied 
by Russia in contrast to the other na- 
tions of Europe. She then pointed out 
the geographical conditions that pre- 
vent her from getting her wonderful 
natural resources out to the world, the 
Baltic being the only outlet to the sea 
on the west, and that icebound at. cer- 
tain seasons, while its rivers all flow 
to the south. In Siberia Its ports are 
all frozen a large portion of the year 
and even there the rivers flow to the 
north away from open ports. These 
facts have led Russia to make many 
attempts to gain such an outlet. By 
means of the Siberian railroad across 
Manchuria to Port Arthur, she had 
obtained her desire, but this fact 
aroused the Japanese and was at 
length the occasion, which resulted 
in the war between the two countries. 

Conditions in Japan were outlined 
by the speaker showing how crowded 
is her population, the great need of 
food, of raw materials and. in fact, a 
place for her people to live. The early 
policy of Japan of remaining closed to 
foreigners was mentioned and the 
wonderful development of the country 
since 1870. when it opened its doors 
to the outside world., was pointed out. 
The war resulting from the conflict of 
interests in Manchuria was dragged 
on until both nations were well nigh 
exhausted and at length both were 
willing to accept the offices of peace 
extended by the United States and the 
commissioners from both countries 
assembled at Portsmouth to conclude 
the terms of peace.

Oscar Wilde's “The Importance of 
Being Earnest” presented by members 
of the Auburndale Woman’s Club, in 
tile Methodist Parish House on the 
afternoons of March 27 and 28. was 
well worth seeing.

Having t cultivated musical taste 
she studied In early life for several 
I years nt the Now England Conserve 
toiy of Music She was also a pupil 
oi' Prof. O’Neil and Dr. Gulllmette and 
a member of various musical organi- 
zations. two of which she was instru- 
mental In forming. 

After her marriage Mrs. Balloy 
made her home In Newton, where she 
made herself felt In the social and edu- 
cational activities. Her generous, 
open hearted hospitality was given 
freely nnd unostentatiously and her 
unfailing cheerfulness and sympa- 
thetic interest In all with whom she 
I came In contact won for her friends 
in nil walks of life. She was a mem- 
ber of (.’banning Church, taking an 
active part in its work nnd for many 
years teaching In the Sunday-school. 
From 1914 until her death she was 
president of the (’banning Branch of 
The Alliance of Unitarian Women. 

Mrs. Bailey was prominently con- 
nected with various clubs and social 
and charitable organizations In New- 
ton ns well ns in Boston. For nearly 
twenty years she was an officer of the 
West Newton Women’s Educational 
Club, serving three years as its presi- 
dent. and nt different times she held 
various offices in the Newton Social 
Science Club and the Newton Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs nnd member- 
ship in the Newton Equal Suffrage 
League, the Newton Hospital Aid As- 
sociation and the Nonantum Dny 
Nursery Association. 

Being especially Interested in child 
welfare she was a member of the Na- 
tional Child Labor Committee and was 
on the board of the Fathers’ and 
Mothers’ Club of Boston. She also be- 
longed to the Educational and Indus- 
trial Union. Municipal League, Drama 
League. New England Women’s Club 
and Appalachian Mountain Club. She 
was vice-president of the Shattuck 
Club nnd the Boston Parliamentary 
Law Club, besides being patroness of 
the Frances Willard Settlement, Eliz- 
abeth Peabody House Association. 
Florence Crittenden Home and Trades 
Union League. She served for sev- 
eral years in Library Extension and 
Settlement Work and on the Meet- 
ings Committee of the State Federa- 
tion. She was chairman of the Ho- 
tels Committee of the local biennial 
board for the Boston biennial meeting 
of the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs in 190S and a director of Execu- 
tive Board of the General Federation 
In 1910-12, attending board and coun- 
cil meetings and biennials in different 
sections of the country and becoming 
one of the founders of the endowment 
fund of the General Federation. 

Beside these many and varied in- 
terests Mrs. Bailey was an important 
factor in patriotic circles. She 
served for three years, the time limit, 
as regent of Paul Revere Chapter. 

D. A. R.. one of the oldest chapters in 
the state. For six years she was 
State Historian for the Massachusetts 
D. A. R., spending much of that time 
in compiling “The History of the Mas- 
sachusetts D. A. R.. 1891-1906,” with 
no expense to the State Society. For 
the past ten years she had been state 
director for the Massachusetts socle 
ties of Children of the American Lev- 
olution, founding the Signal Lantern 
Society of that order during her reg- 
ency of Paul Revere Chapter, of which 
it is an auxiliary. She had recently 
been electe l historian of the American 
Society of Colonial Families and was 
president of the Ex-Regents’ Club. 

These honors, coming to her un- 
sought, testified to the high esteem 
In which she was held and her faithful 
and satisfying work fully justified the 
expectations of her friends. 

Always enthusiastic in her work, 
she inspired others. Always cordial, 
kindly, friendly, considerate and help- 
ful. broad minded and generous, ever 
ready to do her part, possessing a gra- 
cious and pleasing personality, she 
was a power for good and an inspira- 
tion to all with whom she came in 
contact. The world lias Ion a faith- 
ful friend, a lover of children, a loyal 
club woman and an ardent patriot. 
Truly she lias merited a well earned 
rest, and although her work here is 
finished her influence and example 
will be an inspiration in the lives and 
hearts of others for many a year. 
Would there were more women like 
her! 

The funeral was held at Clianning 
Church Monday afternoon, with a 
large attendance, including represen- 
tatives or many of the organizations 
with which Mrs. Bailey had been a 
member. Seldom is a larger or more 
beautiful display of flowers seen than 
the offerings which covered the entire 
front of the platform. Rev. Harry I 
Lutz, minister of the church, was as- 
sisted in the service by liev. Alfred 
Manchester of Salem, a lifelong 
friend of Mr. and Mrs. Bailey, lu 
opening the service Mr. Manchester 
offered prayer and read selections 
from scripture and John W. Chad- 
wick’s poem. "It SIngeth Iajw in 
Every Heart.” Mr. Lutz gave an im- 
pressive and fitting tribute, which is 
printed in purt in another column. 
The Lotus quartet sang during the 
service "The Eternal Goodness,” “O 
Holy Father. Friend Unseen," and 
’Abide with Me," and gave a peculiarly 
beautiful conclusion to the exercises 
by singing in subdued tones as the 
congregation were withdrawing from 
the church Harriet Beecher Stowe's 
hymn, "SHU, Still with Thee." 

The ushers were Messrs. Frank H. 
Burt, Bruce it. Ware, Robert D. Holt, 
A. W. B. Huff and Howard S. Hay- 
ward. The interment was at the New- 
ton cemetery. 

Mr. Lutz said; We have come to this 
hour with our tributes of memory, 
love, und honor to the departing one; 
whose silent form now lies before us. 
Our heartfull sympathies surround 
the one who sustains the greater loss, 
und our ifflin”ull friendships share 
the appreciation of personal qualities 
that make this going such a loss.

All along Die way, in hearts of the 
many she has mot all over the land, 
she has left in train a spirit of good- 
cheer. It came not from any more 
empty exuberant optimism, but from 
a full heart of faith in the things 
beautiful nnd true nnd good, as the 
things of living worthfulncss and of 
promising hopefulness. In earlier 
life it expressed itself in music. When 
voice failed, it continued to express 
itself in worthy interests nnd good 
deeds. Her earlier years were given 
to the education of youth. That de- 
votion was continued to the very last, 
with interest and love of the new gen- 
eration. Having none upon whom to 
bestow it the more intimately, she 
mothered all children with generous 
kindliness and helpful service. 

So many good causes have had the 
inspiration of her eager interest and 
helping hand; that, if we were to at- 
tempt inmimerntion of them, we 
should certainly fnil of some. 

Out of the many, we might well 
mention one, ns especially revealing 
the inward spirit that was inspiring 
and actuating all the others: as Presi- 
dent of the Clianning Alliance the last 
two years. We of the Clianning 
Church know, of course, as others may 
not so well realize, what many and 
important services fall to that office, — 
and how full well she filled it. Wheth- 
er present in full vigor of health, or 
absent detained by failing strength, 
there was the constant cheer of her 
genial spirit and interest to all manne • 
of helpfulness. That service to the 
cause of Higher Life, in the very do- 
ing of which she became silent, now 
rests as a crowning glory upon her 
head.
